To establish a criminal credit means the inHtalla-

which will make crime almost entirely fatllo, anil 
work an actual saving In money to various cities and 
towna within the State boundaries, This muflt bo 
done, It Is admitted, in the face of a definite ineroaso- 
In crime as the result of modern conveniences and 
assistances, which tho lawbreaker usca to his own 
nefarious purpose. 


Among this class, criminal students class automo- 


biles and motorboats—recent inventions, which arc 
productive of many crimes, especially In communities 
away from railroad routes. Statistics compiled by 
tho State Division of the International Association 
for Criminal Identification show that the automo- 
bllo alone represents an Hem of theft in the State In 
excess of ?2,000,000, while during the year 1916, ac- 
cording to automobile Insurance companies, rriotor 
.cars valued at more than 51,000,000 wero stolon in 
Los Angeles a.lone. 


. In tho fifty-eight counties of tho State, according 


to the association, more than $3,000,000 In thefts 
and damage has occurred 
during tho past year. 


Among the articles taken have been motorcycles, bi- 
cycles, metal, tools without number, hides, cigars, 
grain, dental gold, surgical.tools, law books, mutilation 
'of valuable papers in law office!), costly paintings, 
meitalurgical instruments, vehicles, poultry, cutlery, 
furs, Jewelry, cSmcras, dried fruits, clothing, personal 
effects from residences, coin from store safes and 
tills, postage stamps and negotiable paper from coun- 
try postoffices and scores of other articles. 


Tho damage to safes alone, as tho result of the 


•work of safe-blowers, who secure small amounts of 
money in comparison to the damage done to tho 
safes themselves, It IB estimated to -run into thou- 
sa.nds of dollars, A complete mining plant, quartz 
mill, gold dredge or other distant enterprise may bo 
rendered useless for weeks because thieves cnvet tho 
copper wire; of the electric power transmission lines. 
The actual theft may amount to less than $100, but 
a million dollar plant -will remain Idlei at a' loss ol 
thousands of dollars through a petty theft. 


Grain harvesters, bean threshers, traction engines, 


and other farm or agricultural machinery -may bo 
despoiled of a $30 magneto or some other* metal part, 
and a crop ruined, bciCore the damage can be re- 
paired, if the farm lies In an unpopulated section of 
the State, of which thnre are many. Losses In this 
direction, it has been computrwl, amount to more than 
.$150,000 to 
?2,000,000 
additional to 
the above 


amount. 


Students of criminal conditions have blamed the 


court system Tor tha failure of tho law's enforcement 
to operate as a deterrent.

Tracing criminals by fingerprints is one of. the 


most important methods of reducing the cost of 
crime to the State.and establishing a criminal credit 
In dollars and cents. Given a thorough understand- 
ing of the case with which this is accomplished and 
the commission of a crime becomes a matter of seri- 
ous import. Efforts by tho local division of the In- 
ternational Association for Criminal Identification, 
to establish a State bureau through legislative action, 
has been crystallized into a bill, which is numbered 
143 on the Assembly files. 


Tho bill provides for the recording of the finger- 


prints of criminals taken all over the Statei at a cen- 
tral bureau at Sacramento or Saia Francisco, under 
direction of a board of managers consisting: of chiefs 
of police and sheriffs of various cities and Counties 
with this as a nucleus, records will be interchanged 
upon a basis that will make, known as quickly oa tho 
identities of criminals, go-that the present rapid sys- 
tems of transportation will be overcome by the 
equally rapid Identification methods. 


Numerous cases of murder, robbery, larceny, thsft 


anr professional burglary have disclosed the pres- 
ence of persons on the premises through fingerprint 
impressions found on wihdows, tables, door edges or 


- the very Instrument with which the crime was com- 


mitted In some instances. Conviction under those 
circumstances Is almost a moral certainty under the 
value placed by tho modern day jury upon such 
clear and conclusive evidence. 


Efforts by criminals, through court action to pre- 


vent tho authorities from "muggins" them and tak- 
ing fingerprint Impressions, have not received the 
sanction of the highest courts. The purposed estab- 
lishment of the State Bureau Is Intended to do away 
with those controversies, as the law provides for the 
conditions under which such Identificatory evidence, 
may be takpn. It is estimated that the establishment 
of such a bureau will credit the finances of the State 
of California and its component municipalities with 
several million dollars that are now upon the debit 
sldu of crime's grov/Kome ledgor.

quaintanco -with the wild'things of the n!r and the 
earth—an economic need. Within a week a report 
from the horticultural department of the University 
of California has shown a loss of 52,000,000 In two 
years to the fruit Industry of the State, 
resulting 


largely'from the destruction of birds that formerly 
preyed upon tho destroying- pests. "Whan o. knowledge 
of tho birds' usefulness to man la brought home to 
the small boy, the savage In him may be tamed; 
And ho might be 
induced to spare the birds and 


little eggs that have been his legitimate prey since 
the world began—that Is, he might begin to spare 
the birds and the eggs. But Isn't a beginning some- 
thing? 


Then there is the question of snakes—-"a lovely:,lit- 


tle garter snake, colled safely around an oak bench. 
"Snakes," said,Mrs. Do Vere, the assistant curator 
of the museum, "are good friends. In California the 
only poisonous reptile is the rattler. All the others 
are beneficent, being rodent-killers." 


Now that sounds very well, standing in the secur- 


ity of tho museum, and It wears nn air of authen- 
ticity. But' it would take several tours of the Mu- 
seum Extension cases to Induce friendly relations 
with snakes—even with dead ones—with ma.ny of us. 
However, that is no doubt the result of a deficient, 
education. 


If you aro Interested in California's semi-precioua 


stones, here nre some wonderful specimens In thei* 
magical matrices. 
These are quite ready for their 


Itinerary, turquoises, tourmalines, garnets, all blue 
and red and purple, reflecting In their bosoms thff 
colors of a California sunset, 
, 


As to these gems that lie enfolded In'.the golden 


"heart ol California, lapidaries' the world over are 
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Intimate relationships with their feathcurecl- friends. 


Then there are the commercial -products . cases, 


where are the cereals, grains, textiles and all manner 
of manufactured 
things, as buttons, leadpemclls, 


needles and thread and a thousand and one things 
that we use every day and know nothing about— 
nothing of their origin and development Into the per- 
fected thing. 
But in extenuation, let It be of record 


that In the school days of other years museum cura- 
tors weren't laying traps for us "to walk into knowl- 
edge. We had to dig for It, or go without. Most, of 
us were content to go without, unless the exigencies 
of. living drove us to farming or manufacturing, when 
the information became a ccmmercial asset. But 
not so with the new order of things. 
. 


Most universally interesting of the exhibits are the 


enthnological cases that show the handicraft of the 
early Californians—the Indians. What they ate, how 
they ate it, and how they cooked it, Is developed and 
visualized. The'marvelous carvings on horn, for in- 
stance, that the Athabascans of the Klamath re- 
gion have left to us, including the only eating im-' 
plements attributed to the Indian, most of them be- 
ing- too hungry to wait for spoons, will be one of tho 
most attractive of the new cases. 


Incidental to those cases, it is of interest to know 


that many of them are the handiwork of tho boys 
of the manual training department c\f the 
public 


schools. 


There has come to be a new meaning- to an ac-

The San Francisco-Oakland Terminal 


Railways operate a ferry system be- 


tween the densely-populated cities on the east and 
west sides of San Francisco bay. The Oakland ter- 
minal Is located 3.4 miles out hi the bay and te 
reached l>y 2.7 miles of double trackage on a solid 
fill, and .7 miles of double track, which, like the 
terminal, 5s supported entirely^ on trestle. Electric 
trains from eight lines converge onto these two main- 
line terminal tracks, calling for 520 regular train 


(movements and 270 switching movements In a day's 
service of twenty hours. 
Heavy fogrs are encoun- 


tered at certain times of the year when It is diffi- 
cult to see signals at a greater distance than 200 
feet, yet the schedule provides for the safe move- 
ment of trains at speeds of thirty-six mllea per hour 
under a forty^five-second headway over the 3.4 
miles of main-line track.

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TATTOOED ON LIPS. 


The Ainus, the Celtic raco of Japan, live In the 


Island ot Yeddo, although the race has become so 
reduced that there aro now not more than sixteen 
or seventeen thousand ot them left in the country. 
The most noticeable peculiarity about Ainu women 
is that they have tattooed upon their upper and 
lower lips what resembles a mustache.

won't go nn the stage." 


After tlio final curtain and innum- 


erable 
curtain calls

ended and the audience died back of 
the shoot to lavish Us homage on tho 
troupe. 


Mrs. Jerrems had resolved to mako 


the best of it, once she was In for It;

felt that sho could see tho glamour of 
the footlights In everything they said 
or did. 


Sho had socn them both In Home of 


their plays. 
On her oxcurslnns to 


Now York, a visit to their theater was 
hardly 
low; 
important, 
and 
much 


more likely to lie accomplished, than 
a visit to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 
When "Farron and Kcrnblo," ps 


they were apt to bo called, loft New

In 
Sheila's droams tho dolls almost al- 
ways perished in agony, while the dos- 
penito mother clung to the embarras- 
sed doctor, at tho. same time screaming 
Jo him to save the child and whisper- 
Ing him to pronounce it dead. 


Roger Komble happened to be pass- 


ing Mrs. YIekcry'B front yarl during 
ono of those tragedies, and pause! to 
watch It across tho fenco while Mrs. • 
Vickory attended from tho porch. Ono 
of those startling unconscious scandals 
in which children's plays abound wns- 
suddenly developed, and Roger moved 
on rapilly while. Mrs. Vickery vanish- 
ed into the house. 


All the while the young Shakespeare 


of I.raywood wrought upon his play 
for Sheila. Rut the moment lie thought 
he had It perfected, ho would hear her 
to™ off one of the dramatic principles 
that sho had overboard her father nnd 
mother discussing after some rehear- 
sal. Thon Eupcno would blush to real- 
ize that his ••drama had violatcl this 
dictum and was unworthy of tho great 
aclresB.

made when the bosom of the earth was scarified 
for gold are to be healed, find that tho Ktato and 
the nation arc partners to right a wrong and to give 
back as men found it a river that was meant to bo 
navigable. It also means that the wrath of turbulent 
waters Is to be held within confines, crop^i are not 
to be swept away over night and that now lands 
will be green with the glory that is California's. 


River steamers will come to Oakland, every day 


In the year, from Sacramento and from beyond and 
the products of this city and county will bo taken 
away up into the wonderful valley, and there Is to 
be no question of shoals or 
favorable 
season. 
It 


means the bringing of a river to Oakland and 
the 


fulfillment of a promise for that river. 


Each year Uncle Sam will spend $1,000,000 until 


the appropriation Is expended. 
The mouth of tho 


river is to bs enlarged; there will bo dredging and 
the construction of weirs. It Is to bo a huge under- 
taking f If for a great nation and a great State. 


In addition to the money which will be spent by 


Uncle Sam there is to bo a like amount expended 
by the State. 
Already California has 
assumed 
its 


part of the work. Federal money is interested that 
the river be mado navigable; the State will construct 
the 003 miles of levee, and ISO miles 
of 
by-pass 


levees, and will secure the rights of way. 
It will 


guarantee the flood protection and mako possible 
the reclamation work. 


IS ROMANTIC STORY. 


Back to the California miner, who since 184S has 


added to the country's wealth gold valued at $1,031,- 
601,990, the story of tho coming enterprise goes for 
its beginning. 
It was the miner who turned 
the 


hydraulics on the banks of the little creeks, tributary 
rivers and river itself, and on tho great floor of the 
valley, that the gold might be washed out, and it was 
the resultant silt and wash that filled a once deep 
river channel. The nation needed tho gold during 
the Civil War, but It did not know the price it was 
paying. Tho cost was in retarded development and 
decreased production. 


After seventeen years of investigation 
tho plans 


for correcting as far as possible tho damage done 
has been devised and la about to be executed. 
Tha 


river is to coma back to Its own. 


What sort of a river is this Sacramento river? 


The extents of its misbehavior, since the -minors led 
it astray, Is staggering. 
Its maximum floods 
are 


greater than those of any river in the United States 
except the Mississippi below its junction with 
Die 


Missouri, the Ohio and the Columbia. Its floods, in 
proportion to territory drained, are from 
four 
to 


fifteen times as great as any of those of the three 
rivers named. There are immense deposits of debris 
washed down from the hydraulic 
mines 
and 
by 


reclamation work in the low basins. 


AS THIS UIVEll WAS. 


And yet once, back in 1ST>0 when the State was 


admitted to the Union, the Sacramento, throughout 
Its entire length, was a stream of clear water, free 
from silt of any character. For fifteen years there- 
after, at all seasons of tho year, sea-going vessels 
drawing as much as thirteen feet discharged at Sac- 
ramento, 125 miles from the sea, cargoes brought 
around Capo Horn. 
Sou-going- vessels oven 
went 


as far as Marysville, on the Feather 
river, 
sixty 


miles above Sacramento, and light draft craft plied 
all the year up to Red Bluff on the Sacramento river, 
823 miles from the sea. In these facts there is tho 
hint of the possibilities that lie within the coining1 


back of the old stream. 


Then came the story of the hydraulics, of protests. 


Federal toleration, Injury by flood which were in- 
duced in part by the new conditions, arid of crippled 
navigation. 
Then; was a steady riso of 
the- 
flood 


plane. Attempts to protect river lands from inunda- 
tion by levees constructed by private interests worn 
made, and the flood situation was mado worse by the 
withdrawal, by reclamation, of the reservoir imparity 
hi tho various basins. 
More money fur the work was 


worthless, and a condition had been created which 
made certain tho recurrence of disastrous 
floods. 


There had been washed into the tributaries of 
tho 


Sacramento hundreds of millions of cubic yards of 
sand, gravel and cobble which would 
move 
with 


each freshet and all of which must ultimately find 
its way into tho main channel unless some way could 
bo found of holding the material back. 


THEX CONGRESS ACTS. 


The conditions were brought to Congress in 1S93 


and an act (known as the Caminettl Act).was passed 
creating the Debris Commission, to be composed of 
three United States -army engineers. This act is still 
in force. 
The principal duties of the commission 


were to provide for the resumption of hydraulic min- 
ing so far as could be done without injury to navi- 
gation and without damage from overflow; 
to re- 


store as far as practicable the degree of navigab- 
ility of the river and of the San Joaquin River; to 
afford: relief In flood time and to provide sufficient 
water to maintain scouring force in summer. Co- 
operation with the State was provided -by empower- 
ing tho commission to confer witlvsucn, body of engi- 
neers as might be appointed by the State, and the 
expense of barriers, dams, dredging, etc., done by 


for rectification of navigable river 
channels, etc. 


California has not asked tho government to do any- 
thing that she herself is not vitally interested In. 


TJIK MAJOR PROJECT, 
' 


Since 1910, under what Is known as 
the : minor 


project, dredging has been going on (mainly at tho 
(river mouth), nation and State liavo co-operated in 
good faith, the State having already 
appropriated 


for tho purpose $850,000 and Congress $600,000. Tha 
major project, the one to bo undertaken at last, pro- 
vides for entire flood control of the river, serving 
not only the cause of navigation, but also of recla- 
mation and of debris control, and will, in effect, in- 
clude tho minor 
one. 
Flood 
control, 
navigation, 


reclamation and debris contro'l, it is explained, are 
problems so interwoven that a plan which seeks to 
care efficiently for tho one must include the others. 
For this reason tho apportionment of expense must 
be between the State, nation and private owners. 


The plan contemplates the retention in tho river 


channel of so much of the flood as 
the 
channel, 


graded on each side by sli-ong levees, 
can 
safely 


carry. 
This utilixes current action In clearing the 


channel of deposits. 
The excess volume, in flood 


season, Is to bo diverted over concrete weirs 
ana 


into by- passes, through which it will be conducted 
over the adjacent basins and turned Into the river 
again at Rio Vista, fifteen miles from the 
mouth. 


From this point to the mouth the channel is to ho 
enlarged and deepened 
to accommodate 
the 
full 


volume of the flood. It will make unnecessary future. 
raising of levees and the crests of the weirs will fix 
the flood planes In respective districts. 


The Debris Commission is to have sole charge of 


those portions of the project which are supposed to 
be peculiarly in the interests of navigation, including 
the enlarging of the river mouth, dredging 
in, 
tho 


channel, and the construction of tho weirs. The cost 
is to bo shared equally between nation and State and 
the nation's share is to be $5,860,000. Over $200,000 
has been given and the rest is represented by tho. 
recent -appropriation. 
The State assumes responsi- 


bility for the 503 miles of river levee, the 18G miles 
of by-pass Ie%'eos and the securing of the rights of 
way (about 85,000 acres). The cost la to bo assessed 
uy the reclamation boards on _the lands benefited by 
the project in proportion to benefits received. 


Work at the river's mouth, where 13,000,000 cubic 


yards have -been removed by . dredgers and a now 
cut thrown open to tho current, has already secured, 
an appreciable improvement In run-off 
of 
flood 


waters. 
Sites for some of the weirs have been se- 


cured, although no work has 
been 
done. Sacra- 


mento has the money for its weir, raised by a voto 
of her people. 
Tho State will provide with 
each. 


assembly money for the -two years until the next one. 


VFHAT IT AVIMJ MEAN. 


The result Will' be a business investment for tho 


nation and California. 
It will secure flood control 


and restore navigability to the river. It will mean 
low freight rates for the products of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys and induce similar condi- 
tions in tho upper Sacramento Valley. Upon such a 
system depends in largo measure the future develop- 
ment of tho valleys and tho commerce of the State. 
About 10,000,000 acres will bo able to grow to 
ad- 


vantage any product called for by the necessities or 
desires of the nation. 
A large portion of the sup- 


plies of the country demanded in times 
of stress 


may be grown in this new empire. There is creation ' 
of permanent wealth, there is safety, new enterprise 
and inspiration in the plan. 


Here in Oakland we may -look forward to a. closer 


union with tho great fertile valleys whose crops will 
be doubled in value. We will see the long lines of 
river steamers, their huge 
paddles 
churning 
the 


waters and glinting in tho sun, reaching our harbor 
laden with the produce of a land as rich as many a 
kingdom or leaving here with manufactured goods 
to supply that country. We will see the passenger 
boats, and the pleasure excursions which will bring 
acquaintanceship and closer bonds. 
We- 
will ex- 


perience the sentimental glow of pride and will liavo 
a full measure for rejoicing at "the knowledge that 
the old river is again — -itself.

suffering, thoro 1s tin undercurrent of sllonl misery 
which words cannot adequately convoy to those who 
liavo never boon brought In touch with it. Jt in by 
no means uncommon for parents to go mad nt 


failure to feed their children; old men and mothers 
give up the endless W i u t i n g in line for enough broad 
In Ueoji body and soul together find prefer to suffer 
slow starvation rather 
than to 
be turned away 


-empty-handed after hours of vigil; men, women and 
children so weak when they receive their daily plt- 
tanco of soup they cannot carry it home and it is 
spilled on the way; children who have gone so long 
without eating that when they got their first food 
it makes thorn i l l ; then there are tho aged and In- 
firm, a few of them in homes and Institutions, whoso 
sole support Is tho money from America; thoro tiro 
also rabbist and other lenrurd men unnooustomod to 
hardship and who are in tho same plight as are the 
most lowly. 


In addition to theso tliero aro thousands of able- 


bodied men without employment and who aimlessly 
walk the street from dawn till nightfall, willing and 
able to oarn tho broad that Is not thoro for them. 
Tliero :iro also thousands of rofugt-cs driven into tho 
towns and villages from outlying sections and who 
havo no occupation nor any moans of livelihood. 


This stale of affairs, in itso.lf, would be too terri- 


ble but becomes still worse when the cost of food, 
tho scarcity of money and the depreciation In tho 
valuo of paper money, Is considered. 
ICvon those, 


with money havo difficulty In procuring tho baro 
necessities of life, hut. for those y.'ho havo, not a 
kopin! the situation Is made, appalling. 
Tiir; milll.iry 


havo f u l l control over tlte food supply, ovor fuel 
and ovor other physical necessities. 


What, wo know In America of thn high rost of 


living Is as nothing to tho-cost of living- in tho "oc- 
cupied districts" 


In Vllna, for Instance, there are maintained bo- 


tween fifteen and twenty soup kitchens, at which 2fi,- 
000 persons aro, fed daily, half a pound of bread 
and a plate of soup, comprising potatoes, hot water, 
salt and pepper. Tho cost of even these simple edi- 
bles IK so great as to make the money go a com- 
paratively short way towards alleviating even the 
worst of distress. 
Tho soup kitchens cannot secure 


potatoes direct from tho military authorities 
at 


wholesale, and ji.ro compelled to purchase them after 
they havo gone through the hands of many dealers, 
with tho result that a bushel of potatoes costs S 
marks instead of 3 marks, tho normal price, making 
each plate of soup costing for potatoes alone 1 Vi 
to 2 cents. 
F^voii tho hot water used In making tho 


soup is a luxury. 
A. cord of wood—there 
Is 
nr> 


coal—Is 40 marks, whereas before the war the cost 
was approximately 8 marks. 


From tho American embassy at Petrogra.d, the 


last cable received a day or two ago from the Incnl 
committee of .Tows distributing funds contains the 
following significant message: 


"Our central committee now extends relief to 238,- 


000 people, forming 51,000 families, of which 38 
per 
cent aro deprived of fathers—family-heads. 


Thirty-sovcn per cent are children below 14 years, 
and lf> per cent aged and sick, mak-ing 52 per cent 
unemployable!). 
Mora.than a half still need scriouu 


relief for food, housing, clothing and fuel. 
Govern- 


ment aids Jewish refugees through our oommill.oo, 
but thin aid is very limited. 
Government allows 


eight roubles monthly for food, housing and fuel for 
J0f>,000 refugees. 
Owing to unprecedented doarncss 


this help is utterly Insufficient and has to bo com- 
pleted out of philanthropic resources.

STEAM COOKERY. 
S 


TEAMING of foods is not only a 
method of cooking, but of leaven- 
Ing. 
This IB apparent when we 


fileam rice successfully, or any 
pudding or a brown bread. 
In 


the case of the rice there is no otho,r 
leaven present but the action of the 
steam, and it will swell to more than 
double. Good sleamed brown bread has 
a sponglness that comes from steaming. 


Diarchy foods which are, soggy after 


they are cooked are about as bad as 
need he. Light and puffy steamed rice 
or other steamed puddings are delicious 
and not Indigestible. 


With gas, perhaps, .steam cooking may 


be more precise than with any- other 
fuel. 
It may bo much more precise 


than baking In a small oven, sinco 
small ovens are the subject o£ almost 
capricious conditions. If the precision 
possible !s secured there is no need 
whatever of obeying such directions as 
" replenish steamer with boiling water," 
or "add as needed more boiling .-water." 
No more should be needed. 


Covered closely, with the- fight amount 


of fire underneath, the boiling may go 
on for hours with the tiniest amount of 
evaporation. Water having once reached 
tho boiling point needs'but tho minutest 
fire to keep It boiling. 
^ Most people use 


. a. great deal, presumably because al- 
most any amount can be used in bring- 
ing water to a boil—that is, for raising 
it from CO degrees to 212 degrees.. If 
we started with a pound or a pint of 
water, the amount of fire used to raise 
it to boiling would raise over 200 quarts 
1 degree under certain conditions. 


It is far less expensive to steam a loaf 


of brown bread three or four hours In 
the right and economical way than to 
bake one pan of baking powder biscuits 
in the oven. -'Yet there are people who 
are constantly making 
biscuits 
who 


think brown bread too expensive for 
them. Molasses is the expensive item 
in the latter, but the' flours or meal 
iotal only 2 or 3 cents, and no shorten- 
ing Is required, 


By the way, I pretty nearly abhor 


baking powder biscuits dietettcally. In 
an emergency .they may do, but to eat 
biscuits once a day is to court dys- 
) 


pepsia. This has been" proven time and 
time again. Iron coated stomachs pass • 
on the' trouble' to somg_ other part' of 
the body, to be heard of only after 
Insidious years; delicate stomachs regis- 
ter an immediate protest. 


It has been proven that each five drops, 


of water passipg off from'boiling water 
as steam absorbs enough heat to cool • 
one pound of water lv degree. 
There 


are forty-five drops of water in a tea- 
spoon.. There are three teaspoons In 
a. tablespoon and sixteen tablespoons in 
one-half pint. 
Suppose in steaming- a 


loaf,of brown bread one quart of water 
escaped from the kettle as steam. Care- 
' less cooks allow even more to cook 
away. This would be a loss of 8,640 de- 
grees of heat, totally and unnecessarily 
wasted. 
' 
; 


Suppose we had, instead of' a mold of 


brown bread in our kettle, a stew cook- 
ing, or a chicken, or some other meat 
just boiling, or vegetables, and tho wa- 
ter was allowed to escape at this rate. 
Then the matter would be much more 
serious, for several reasons. 
The es- 


caping steam would not only carry heat 
with it, but certain volatile odors, the 
escape_ of which means loss of flavor. 
The more palatable a food is—that is, 
the fuller* of pleasant flavor—the more 
digestible it is. 


A more serious digestive and eco- 


nomic loss as well conies when any 
protein, whether In meat or beans, Is 
hard boiled. .This foo;d substance, may 
be so hardened by excess of heat that 
the digestive Juices cannot break . it 
down to the liquid form in which all 
food must be before it can make Its way 
out of the digestive canal into the body 
proper; In other words, from within to 
really in. 


A pot roast Is practically steamed in 


Its own juices and in those of the vege- 
tables used for seasoning. If the steam 
escapes so do the flavor and the qual- 
ity of the meat. 
, 


Boston Brown Bread. 


One-half cup-of rye Hour, one-half 


cup of graham, and one-half cup of 
cornmeal. Ilyo meal would be better, 
and when flour is used a quarter of a 
cuip extra may be added." Sift these 
floura thoroughly with ono teaspoon of 
soda and the same of salt. 
Make a 


fountain in the pile and put into it one 
cup of sweet milk, one-half cup of sour, 
and from one-half cup to one cup of 
molasses, according to taste. Mix thor- 
oughly and pour into a quart mold 
which haa been buttered 
and 
then 


Bprinklcd thoroughly with Hour or fine 
bread crumbs to make the cooked loaf 
come out more easily. 
Butter and 


sprlriklo with Hour tho cover as well. 
The mold should be two-thirds fiilli '" - 


Remember that1 a pint tin pudding 


mold contains three cups instead of 
two, 
but that only one pint of batter 


should be added to it and that a. quart 
mbld contains a cup and a half more ' 
t'nan tho quart. A quart mold should 
steam about four hours. 
Let bread 


oool somewhat before removing from 
mold. 
" 


To steam brown bread or a pudding 


set a wire stand In tho bottom of a 
pail or kettle wnlch can be closely 
covered, the closer tho better, set the 
mold on this and add cold water up to 
half or two-thirds the height of the 
mold. Bring water to boil slowly and 
then turn a small burner as low as it 
will keep alivo -if you find that so tho 
kettlo, Is filled with steam. 


Steamed Pudding. 


If to this reclpo given for brown bread 


raisins aro added, or if tho full cup of 
molasses is used, it makes a good.pud- 
dlnff with hard aauco or whipj-jod cream. 
When It IB cold, whether we call it pud- 
cling or brown bread, It ifl highly palata- 
blo served with thick anur cream which 
hna bcon whipped slightly, swaetoned, 
and seaHoned with nutmeg. 


Bice Steamed In Milk. 


The German method of steaming rloo 


in milk raqulrea caro. The kettle must 
bo tight and it may be a good plan to 
tie on tho oover of tho mold so that non& 
of the steam generated may escape, but 
may remain In to leaven the rlca. Oer- 
mun way: Scald a half cup of rlca in 
threo different watorB, addlnj; B. pinch 
of BOdu. to tho last. This lattar precau- 
tion should bo taken with brown rice 'or 
any likely to bo jmiaty or rancid. Put 
into buttered brown broad mold, pint 
tiizo, cover with a buttered cover, and 
not on a trivet in bollinjr water which 
comos two-thirds to tho top of tho mold. 
Cover tho kettle oloaely and oook for 


two hours, with just the Jal'f.of flro it 
requires to keep the water at boiling 
temperature. Let the mold . cool .a bit 
before turning out the rice, to be served 
with sweetened milk or any preferred 
sauce. The rice should absorb all the 
milk and ba as light and puffy as possi- 
ble. 


Pie Crust Troubles, 
- 


Various people write about pio crust 


troubles. Floured tins prevent*a crust 
from sticking. The amount of shorten- 
ing gives a surface -that should 
not 


stick, even though it be no more than 


what is In baking posvder blaeult. One 
of the reasons for a; tough crust is that: 
the dough is worked too much after tho 
small amount of liquid, the smallest 
amount that can be used, is added. Roll- 
ing out gently and folding, as in making 
puff paste, is what makes it flaky, espe- 
cially if the surface la buttered for one 
or two times.1 In no kind of flour manip- 
ulation is skill more necessary than in 
pie crust making, and Is this skill worth 
acquiring? 
Dietetically pies can never, 


be recommended. 
And arc they so 


"good"? Perhaps only one pie' in five 
: hundred made is fine as It might be.

STUDIO STAGE MANAGEMENT.. 


By'jOHN WYSE, Batboa Stage Manager. 


Most studios where motion pictures are 


made nowadaj's, are equipped with two 
stages—one outdoors for sunlight work, 
the other Indoors for off-seasons and 
artificial 
lighting 
effects. 
The stage 


manager Is boss over both of them. 


His job Is just what his title implies— 


to manage the stage. When the direc- 
tor has gone over his script and d6cided 
what ho_needs in the way of "interiors," 
he goes into consultation with the stage 
manager and ojutllnes what he wants. 
They talk over designs and make rough 
sketches. 


It is essential for the stage manager 


to know tho action of the piece to be 
filmed. 
As nearly as possible, he must 


get the idea of how the director intends 
to put 
it on. 
That 
will, in a large 


measure,' govern the construction of the 
sets'. In this way, things are often put 
up to the stage manager, 
which, at first 


blush, seem almost Impossible. He -has 
to find, a practical way out. 


You freauently hear it said that any- 


thing can bo done in motion~~p!ctures. I 
doubt that. 
All sorts of effects can be 


produced; but many of them fail to "get 
over." 
They have • not 
bijen properly 


worked out. Such flukes aro usually due 
to tho fact that the director and stage 
manager did not agree. 


studio stage—his'life would be, like the 
policeman's, an unhappy one. 


The stage manager's principal problem 


is to keep things moving. As his work 
space is generally limited, be must ar- 
range his sets so as to get the maximum 
use out of the available area. 
As the 


studio "trouble shooter," It Is up to him 
to sec that everything works, such as 
doors, windows, setret panels, etc. If 
they don't, the camera will tell and a 
lot of time and film may be lost. 


In the beginning, all sets wero painted; 


but in recent years, the public has come 
to demand that Interiors be "the real 
thing." 
Therefore, 
mouldings, 
decora- 


tions, hardwood floors and tho like have 
to be genuine, nowadays. 
Much of the 


improvement noted In pictures recentlj 
haa been largely in the domain of the 
stage manager, since he Is the one called 
on to execute tho director's ideas. 


In fact, he is the man who must mako 


possible the. seemingly Impossible that 
originates in tho vivid imagination of the 
photoplaywright.

The story ran like wild

and generally created a furore. The public conception 
of the Governor's unusual way of doing (hint's, of his 
strangle hold on California polities, and of his evi- 
dent reluctance to let go, gave plausibility lo if. 
While in the abstract it, seemed absurd, yet there was 
a feeling that in view of the Governor's 
original 


methods, spectacular ways, and everything, it could 
possibly be true. 
The hasty summoning of Rowel!, 


Lissner and other of the close administration sup- 
porters to Sacramento immediately the story was 
sprung invested it with some sort of credibility. 
What the weird tale appeal's to have accomplished 
was the hastening of the resignation. The language 
in which this is couched, however, still leaves room 
for speculation as to the real political situation, "By 
continuing for a brief period longer 1 could not bet- 
ter perform my duty or repay my obligation to the 
people of California." 
This suggests that the people 


expected him to stay on, and require to be mollified 
in their disappointment. 
It also suggests that the 


State administration eould not be entirely entrusted 
in the hands of the successor, and that the Governor 
was safeguarding things by holding on. Lieutenant- 
Governor Stephens can hardly be flattered at the de- 
ductions that must be made from the announcement; 
but as lie has shown a great patience in this whole 
matter, it is not expected that he will now make any 
sigu of discomfiture. 
The Power Behind 


.There is very general curiosity on the part of the 


public aiid some apprehension on the part of the job- 
holders as to whut is to happen now in the govern- 
ment of the State; but there is no question whatever 
as to what has happened. One of the most spectacu- 
lar dominations any State was ever under comes to 
an end, at least so far as the spirit responsible for it 
is concerned. 
One of the most effective political or- 


ganizations that ever operated here or anywhere else 
will be transferred. The country in past years has 
had the example of Tammany urged upon it; but 
Tammany never held a state in the hollow of its hand 
for more than six continuous years. 
All political 


"dominators" who thought* they were running the- 
State, in times prior, were made .to resemble 
pikers when the administration that retired .last 
Thursday took the reins. But credit has not been ac- 
curately placed when Hiram Johnson is given all the 
honor.. It may he conceded that he is a strong char- 
acter, with a consummate ability lo get past with 
the people; but he has had a coadjutor of great po- 
litical sagacity, who has kept all the cylinders of the 
machine in running order, anticipating the thing that 
miight happen to throw anything out of gear. 
Any 


one who has the slightest insight of ^politics must 
have a pretty fair idea of the magnitude of this job, 
and of the acumen of the personage upon whom it 
has devolved i'or over six years. 
A good many will 


concede that he is entitled to the soft berth in which 
he finds himself, safe from political exigencies for 
its official term. 
To Al McCabc more than even 


to himself, a good many think, 1he late Governor's 
skyrocketing 
political 
success is due. In almost 


every sense the late Governor's invasion of politics 
began in the graft trials. It was there and tlitui 
that he met McCabe, who 
was 
a 
clerk 
in 
I ho 


office of District Attorney Langdon. 
The contact 


was at first purely official, but McCabe's abilities 
were disclosed so unmistakably (hat when Johnson 
entered the political arena he came attended by the 
man who never failed him in (1m half-dozen years of 
strenuous endeavor. 
At t h a t , McCahe was by no 


means a stranger to the political game. 
He had been 


the secretary of the Democratic Slate Cenfral Com- 
mittee and generally active in 1he political arena. He 
was not only f a m i l i a r w i t h (lie political game, but, as 
events have proved, has a genius for political admin- 
istration.

upon him. l i e could change w i t h alacrity when a job 
was in sight. 
Labor Legislation 


A big delegation went to Sacramento in the inter- 


est of the mediation In]]. This would enforce arbi- 
tration as fo labor disputes on all public utilities. 
There are two labor bills that are attracting a good 
deal of attention. The other is one to inhibit tiie^scc- 
ondary boycott. 
As may bo understood, the second- 


ary boycott is where third parties are intimidated 
from dealing with or in any way supporting a party 
to a .strike. 
It is au interesting fnct in this''con nee- 


lion that California is the only State whose Supreme 
Court has held all classes of sir ikes fo be la \vful and 
.Montana is the only other State (hat: has legalized 
the secondary boycott 
The California decisions that 


established all classes of boycotts were Parkinson vs. 
the "Building Trades Council, rendered in 1008, and 
Pierce vs. the Slablemeir's Union, rendered in IflOl). 
Very strenuous opposition is being made to both flie.se 
bills and tin; chances do not seem to be over bright 
for their passage.

[ii-otntticnco in lilt; news columns, if ft has appeared at 


all, (hat a strike is on in this city at the present time. 
The tailors are striking in an effort to do away with 
contract tailoring. The practice prevails of merclfant 
tailors turning their work over to contracting tailors, 
who in turn employ journeymen to do it. The pur- 
pose is to dispense with the middlemen. Although the1 


initiative ordinance against picketing carried by a de- 
cided majority, it is being evaded in a degree. Publi- 
cations in the form of newspapers with big headings 
appealing to the public are carried by men and dis- 
played in a manner to catch the eye of the passerby, 
who is not warned against patronizing certain places 
as formerly, but the general information is vouch- 
safed that the publication tells all about the trouble. 
This has been field by the lower court not to be in vio- 
lation of the antt-picketing ordinance. 
Kent on the Tariff Board 


The appointment of William Kent on the Tariff 


Commission has occasioned very frank surprise. 
The 


commission was devised to take the tariff out of poli- 
tics. The intent was to create a permanent body that 
should study (he question, gather data from over the 
earth and formulate principles upon which equitable 
laws could be based. The tariff has always been the 
plaything of political parties. 
It has been a cam- 


paign slogan, rather than a national policy; and this 
commission was expected to get it on a more dignified 
and statesmanlike basis. 
There is divergence of 


opinion as to what a tariff should be and stand for; 
but that a tariff is necessary to protect the industries 
and products of the country is an accepted national 
jiolicy. . There is room, therefore, for surprise over 
Kent's appointment in the fact that he has taken 
ground against any tariff.at all. Unless he has re- 
formed his ideas he must consider that a tariff com- 
mission is unnecessary. 
This is the economic view. 


If political considerations induced the appointment it 
is different. For while Kent as Congressman repre- 
sented a district whose products particularly need a 
protective tariff, he was elected and re-elected by in- 
creasing majorities. The egg producers of Sonoma, 
for instance, voted for him seemingly almost to a man, 
and then foregathered at Santa Rosa and drafted 
resolutions to Congress imploring that the tariff on 
eggs, which a Democratic Congress had withdrawn,-be 
restored. The dairymen of Maria and the hop-grow- 
ers of Mendociuo likewise were in the same boat. 
Kent's success at the polls may have suggested his se- 
lection to this board and that is to make of the tariff 
' a scientific study. It is known that he is persona 
grata with the President. In the last presidential 
campaign he headed the Independent Woodrow Wil- 
son League. 
Fish and Game Commission 


Some of the recent visitors to Sacramento who like 


to hunt and fish return enshrouded in deep disgust 
on acgount of the performances of the Pish and Game 
Commission. The members of the legislature appear 
to be largely-sharing that feeling, if judgiuent is to 
be taken from the .vote on the shrimp bill. It was 7u 
to 1 against the commission. Another measure which 
was a commission pet was the crab bill, which was 
twice sat upon in one day, reconsideration being per- 
mitted. Sportsmen say the trouble is that one of the 
commissioners dominates the body and makes 
its 


measures and efforts too personal. 
His idea of a 


sportsman is to hang strings of ducks upon his person 
and then pose before a camera, and to regard the re- 
sult so favorably as to. show it: around. „ Members of 
the legislature who have assumed an attitude of hos- 
tility to all tho commission's propositions have se- 
cured one of these pictures and threaten to make it 
an exhibit. The efforts in the direction of changing 
game laws and of enacting new ones have certainly 
aroused great hostility, and taken up the time of: the 
legislative body fo an undue extent. 
The Evanescence of Fame 


Some of those who went to Sacramento Tuesday to 


appear before the legislative committee with regard 
to the mediation measure had occasion to ask the old 
question, What, is fame? 
The assemblage included 


men from different sections and representing varied 
interests. One who was there was M. F. Tnrpey. He 
has a thousand-acre vineyard at Fresno, and has had 
recent occasion to know of the value and necessity of 
mediation in labor controversies. Now, there are few 
better-known men in California than Tarpcy. 
For 


twenty-five years at least he figured very large in 
politics, being )[,,, Democratic national committee- 
man, 
a delegate to presidential conventions, and al- 


ways participating when big general affairs were to 
the fore. When he arrived at the State capitol on this 
mission there were none who were hailed and greeted 
more generously. Even in the committee room there 
was effusive hand-shaking and a general exchange of 
amenities with those assembled. 
Yet (he chairman 


of the Public Utilities Committee, when it became 
Tarpey's turn in the argument, introduced him as < 
;M. 


F. Harvey." 
Not to know Tarpcy was regarded as 


such a singular lack on the part of one who had at- 
tained tho distinction of the chairmanship of an im- 
portant legislative committee that it caused a genera! 
smile. 
And after that came the question that is so

fame?" 
Travel Breaks the Record 


Hotel men arc not quite able to account for (ho 


heavy tourist travel that persists. It. is true that this

A Political Visitor 


Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Montana has been in 


the cit}'. There is some speculation as to his mission, 
or as to Avhether he is on a mission; but there is no 
hesitation as to the hospitality that is due him as a 
Democrat of national consequence. At a luncheon at 
the Palace hotel during the Aveck he met and infor- 
mally discussed political aspects and parly prospects 
at large and as to California, with prominent Demo- 
crats. Among other things (he prospect of electing a 
Democratic Governor in this State in 191S. Avas gone 
into and-canvassed as thoroughly as it might be at 
such an unofficial and social gathering. 
Democrats 


are not noted for discounting their chances, especially 
here in California where they have so recently seen a 
forlorn hope materialize into a dazzling victory; but 
the concensus Avas that there was little prospect of 
the State electing a Democratic,Governor next year.

Rejuvenation of Bar Association 


Judge Jeremiah F. Sullivan has been elected presi- 


dent of the Bar Association and has already bestirred 
himself as to his neAv duties. . The Bar Association is 
not exactly a moribund organization, but it is not rec- 
ognized'among lawyers as a great force, and does not 
command that respect with the lay that might rea- 
sonably be desired. As a matter of fact, its affairs 
have not been controlled by the leaders at the bar, and 
its membership does not include''a majority of those 
Avho are recognized as representative. 
The function 


of the Bar Association for years has been principally 
to indorse somebody for judicial preferment. 
It has 


been so easy to do this,-in the lack of interest taken 
by members, that indorsements have come to mean 
very little. Judge Sullivan's idea seems to be to pro- 
mote a solidarity of interest by personal 
contact, 


which is noAA 
r so largely lacking. The association, has 


a fairly good library, and his purpose is to promote 
the club idea, and to that end new and permanent 
quarters are suggested. 
One of Another Generation 


The passing of Mark McDonald made slight imprcs- ' 


sion on the younger generation, but many of the older 
Californians were stirred to reminiscence Avhen they 
read the neAvs in the obituary column. The McDonalds 
were Scotch and figured large in one Avay and another 
in the history of this city. Mark McDonald was in the 
stock market and was reputed to hiive made millions. 
Forty years ago he Avas one of the big men on the board. 
He had political aspirations also. At that time a favo- 
rite Avay for a man Avho felt the sting of the political 
bee Avas to become the angel of a newspaper. A chap by 
the name of Dalzicl came here from Australia and in- 
duced McDonald to stake him to a newspaper venture. 
The bantling was gotten out on English lines typo- 
graphically, and had not a. great appeal, and was soon 
suspended. This McDonald also became the angel for 
the Grand Opera House iu Mission street, and everr- 
tually had to take it over. In later years he lived at 
Santa Rosa. A brother Avas Dr. JR. H. McDonald, AVIIO 
gathered fame and notoriety in several ways. He Avas 
the proprietor of the Pacific Bank, the landlord of 
the Silver Star lodging-house, the proprietor of Vine- 
gar Bitters, and the promoter of many religious en- 
terprises. All of his interests Avere promoted, impar- 
tially in every letter he wrote. Vinegar Bitters Avas^a 
nostrum that had a good deal of vogue in its day, . 
chiefly, it Avould seem, because it was so horrible to 
take. There seemed to be an jdoa at that time that 
anything so nauseating must: have virtue in the direc- 
tion of curing ills. 
It Avas understood to have added 


greatly to his fortune. 
But. it lost its grip, and the 


way that the Pacific Bank went: to smash Avas one of 
1he sensations of the day. The doctor died soiueAvhcru 
in Canada. Another brother, "Captain Jim," as he was 
called, was of a different stripe. His death Avas quite 
recent. lie Avas sardonic and cynical, and very rich, 
an expert in real estate and a rugged figure generally. ' 
War's Unexpected Result

Through its new bureau of charities the Chamber 


of Commerce represents that it has saved its members 
more than §300,000 in thwarting fake grafters and 
fake charity workers. So easy has it been found to 
work business men, and indeed the general public of 
San Francisco in benefit schemes, charily entertain- 
ments, so-called patriotic exhibitions, relief projects,' 
widow and orphan philanthropies, annual testimo- 
nials, program, publications and the innumerable 
ways in which a generous public is being milked, that 
a regular industry has' evolved. 
It may not be or- 


ganized on the lines of a corporation, but it works 
mutually and its members had become expert in sens- 
ing opeuiugs and opportunities for working the game. 
Minute directions exist as to ;Avho is good graft, the 
kind of touch each is susceptible of, hoAv much he Avill 
staud, how' to approach him, and other details that 
are helpful in the depredations. These particulars 
are intercommunicated, as all who ai-e engaged in the 
business have a felloAV feeling. For instance, such a 
one is good for §50, but you must get a responsible 
introduction; such another one Aviil do business in 
trade but Avill not pay money; such another will stand 
§25—don't take less—and so on. 
So easy Avere the 


business men of the city that the fake business grew 
to such proportions as to attract attention, and thus 
.encompassed its own downfall. For it got to be a 
serious burden, and the chamber came to the general 
relief. Every one of the 5000 members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce now understands that all enter- 
prises that purport to be for charitable or beneficial 
purposes are to have the O. K. of its bureau. 
But 


( care has been taken not to dry- up the charitable im- 


pulse. It is only the purpose to head off the consider- 
able army of professional.grafters. 
The service that 


is thus performed can Avell be appreciated by the 
"tired business man" Avho has so long and so merci- 
lessly been under tribute. 
Founders' Day at Stanford 


Charles K. Field, editor of Sunset, who presided 


over the celebration of Founders' Day at Stanford 
University, was of the pioneer class, Avhich Avas gradi 
uate/1 in 1S!)5. President Wilbur, UOAV at the head of 
the institution, was graduated in the class of 189(3. 
Consequently at the feast of reason, where the reroin-. 
iscences of a quarter century were indulged, he felt at 
liberty to assume his seniority; and there were many 
quips and turns, much repartee, and altogether a joy^ 
ous occasion. The undergraduates greatly relished the 
friendly panning of the underclass man. Stanford has 
quite a list of emeritus'officials. 
David 'Starr Jor- 


dan is chancellor emeritus; Professor. Brauner is 
President emeritus, and there are several who . had 
not emerged from professorships and who have been 
retired from actual work. All these Avere on hand and 
contributed to the occasion. These functions are more 
sedate than similar ones at Berkeley. Stanford men 
seem to take a more serious view of the business of 
getting au education. To this spirit must'be attributed 
the elimination of the semi-professional character 
from athletics, particularly exemplified in the substi- 
tution of Rugby for the American game of football. 
Perhaps neA'er since its establishment have the finan- 
ces of Stanford been so easy and satisfactory. The 
great vineyard at Vina, one of the college's great as- 
sets, is UOAV a source of income, while for years it was 
an outgo. Man}' of the properties have considerably 
appreciated in recent years. The endowments are noAV 
estimated to be of the value of thirty millions. 
Some Notables Here 


Some notable Avritcrs have been in the city quite

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Far From War Scenes, Book of Exploration in Dutch Guinea Comes as Relief 
Madeline Doty Brings Pathetic A zcianlof War; -Germany Seen at First Hand 


"SHORT RATIONS" ' 
UNCENSORED BOOK 


O get into Germany during 
these latter days of the war 
is not easy. 
To get out is 


vastly more 
difficult 
and 


complex. But to depart with 
notes and observations upon 


the conditions as they really are, ia 
the almost unbelievable feat of a New- 
York newspaper 
woman and social 


worker, Madeleine Z. Doty, who has 
recently had published in. book form 
her observations. 


The volume, which is crammed full 


of human interest and pathetic appeal, 
bears the striking title, "Short Ra- 
tions," a title inspired by the author's 
constantly 
strengthened 
conviction 


that "the country goes spiritually, as 
well as materially, bankrupt. 
There 


is a shortage all along the line." 


Miss Doty has; become known to 


American readers through her series 
of articles on prisons and reforma- 
tories, their present and their future, 
and on her newspaper accounts of the 
Women's International Peace Congress 
at The Hague in 1915. . 


The preface to her new book gives 


the, best idea of what the work aims 
to do, and of what it speaks that is 
possible. 
It is a simple and honest 


story of what she saw in Europe on 
the two trips which she made—the 
one to'The Hague, in 1915, and thence 
into Germany, the other into Ger- 
many, France and England in 191G, 
when she went to find the facts as 
they are. 
. To read Miss Doty's book is to find 
one's self harrowed over the suffer- 
ings and the~privations of the German 


people. 
It results in the same in- 


dignant questioning which was aroused 
constantl yin her mind as she'beheld 
first hand the pictures which she gives 
us. She is heart and soul in sympathy 
with the German people—the starving 
women and children, the Social Dem- 
ocrats who are even now stirring up 
the "silent armies left at home" to a 
realization of the sins of the govern- 
ment. 


In all of her travels there was con- 


stantly recurring, according to Miss 
Doty, that strong undercurrent of pop- 
ular distrust and 'wrath against the 
government, a distrust which is more 
than likely to break into open revolu- 
tion before many years. 


Starvation is the great enemy of the 


German people, this writer found. And 
"the tragedy of Germany is not quick 
starvation for a few; it is the under- 
feeding of a whole race." 
Miss Doty 


writes of the "lean and shrunken peo- 
ple'1 she has seen, and she adds: 


"It is foolish to starve out Germany. 


This procedure does not hurt the gov- 
erning classes and the rich. They will 
not suffer until the rest of Germany 
is dead. 
Starvation kills off the poor, 


but leaves the militarists intact. This 
is not the way to crush militarism. It 
cannot be done by pressure from the 
outside. . . . Revolution or evolution^— 
not smashing—is what is needed." 


Pood riots are actually taking placo 


or are on the point of breaking out 
in nearly every city Miss Doty visited. 
Potatoes and a substitute for tea are 
all that many families have to subsist 
on, according to her statement, and 
the gradual diminishing of the potato 
supply 
to 
the 
vanishing point will 


mark the turn in the war, she says.

^HERE is something

to attempt.

With this temporary detach- 
ment comes a vague wondering that 
people may live and laugh and appear 
careless. 
He expects to see a Paris 


bowed-and grieving and is dazed at 
what he finds until he sees a bit under 
the hardened surface. 


"But that folks should remain un-

here in Paris, breaks my

Two years or so ago Stephen Gra- 


ham, Englishman, wrote a series of 
articles relating a trip through Rus- 
sian Central Asia—a series which later 
appeared in book form under the title, 
"Through Russian Central Asia." -The 
book was an acceptable contribution 
to the then awakening desire on tho 
part of Britishers to know something 
of their newest allies. 


In 1916 Mr. Graham made another' 


trip to Russia, this time limiting him- 
self to European Russia. 
According 


to his custom he made notes and re- 
corded impressions of his travels—• 
notes and impressions of Russia as it 
was then, 'contrasted with the Russia 
of other days. The result of that trip 
of last year 
is 
his 
newest volume, 


"Russia in 191G." 
' 


"The requirement of the moment 


seems to be not so much books on 
Russia, of which there are now a 
great many, but diaries or volumes of 
impressions, keeping the people of the 
two countries in touch during the 
war." 


Impressed with the truth of that 


statement, Mr. Graham has put down 
for the reading public his "diary" im- 
pressions. 
The book is not the equal 


oC others Mr. Graham has written— 
he proba'bly did 7iot expect it to be. 
It is a trifle too personal and "di- 
aryish" to be really-a great contribu- 
tion to the war literature. 
He has 


failed to enlarge on those little points 
which make diary writing worth while 
to any but the writer, although he 
'has in several chapters given promises 
of telling us something especially .in- 
teresting and new. 


One wishes as he reads tho book 


that there were a little less of the 
conviction (on the part of the writer) 
of his own established place in lit- 
erature. His statement concerning his 
friend Nicholas, to whose mind "the 
idea that the Englishman he

knew was. the one nbw so well known" 
is typical of the author's ill-concealed 
consciousness of his own position and 
rating.

while fighting in France for tho Brit- 
ish. 
It is an interesting circumstance 


that while he gave up his life for 
England, his brother—a Dublin solici- 
tbr tfy the name of Lawrence ICetUe— 
was not only a strong Nationalist, but 
was one of the supporters of the Irish 
Revolution. In Kettle, MacDonagh 
and Plunkett, Ireland has lost three 
of her best poets, all cut off in the 
morning of their careers.

Porter Emerson Browne Attacks Subject in Divers and 


Effective 
Ways 


• The break with Germany has taken 
some of the point from Porter Emer- 
son Browne's . biting volume, "Scara ' 
and Stripes," but there' is nothing 
that may take the dramatic intensity 
and effectiveness from some of its 
sketches. 


The book, in the main, is an elabor- 


ation of the theme, "Of course I am 
proud to be an American,_but I wish 
to God she would wake up." 
It is a 


recital of what the war has done to 
America and of what it has done to 
other countries, and~a recita! so ar- 
ranged "as to lead ?o the questio'n, 
"what are we going: to do about it?" 
In diverg -ways E'rovvne seeks to im- 
press the American that he has-been 
injured at the hands of 
Germany, 


that it is his duty to enter the war, 
and that plans for preparedness must 
To& made quickly and must be com- 
plete. 


As a writer of short stories and 


dramatic sketches Browne has been 
known. 
His undoubted ability for 


dramatic expression is responsible for 
several chapters of striking appeal. 
There .is the one "For God and King," 
in which an officer is taken from the 
board of strategy where he is of value 
to be sent to the- front. He dies with 
a prayer ".for God and King," and 
while he is dying his king is in the 
apartment 
of his wife. 
Again in 


"Mary and Marie" there are two pic- 
tures. 
One is a girl of France who 


her father 
slain and who is 


among the victims of a sacked and 
putroged city. The otner, in America, 
is to give a party 'on money her 
father made.on a "war bride." 


There is something of the note of 


the recruiting campaign in the work 
in that It seeks the vulnerable point 
upon which to prick men to action. 
At the start we-have the easy, and 
semi-humorous, conversational para- 
graphs in which Uncle Sam is repre- 
sented as "a poor old man shaking his 
fist one minute and his finger the 
next." 
Then we have a i-e-cital of 


Zeppelin horrors, torpedoings, and of 


_ women ad children slain by bombs. 
' Ghastly battle scenes are introduced 
and opinions of United States held by 
others and not complimentary, are 
quoted. The strongest weapon pos- 
sessed by Browne is held to the last 
when he brings his condensed dramas 
into play. They are1 calculated to ap- 
peal to the emotions; they are writ- 
ten well enough to appeal to the lit- 
erary sense. 
Scenarios for films of 


the "War-Brides" class, thumb nail 
sketches .of the war's worst, 
they 


make a part of the book unusual, and 
unusually good. 
. 
Additional understanding of the au- 


thor's viewpoint may .be..gained for 
some when they are- told that this 
appeal to patriotism is dedicated to 
Theodore- Roosevelt.—A. B. S.

advance of any government notion. 
Whatever the individual opinion may 
he, the subject is worthy of discus- 
sion a.nd only by discussion- may bo 
given its proper place. 


To make known the objects of the 


League 
to Enforce Peace, 
Robert 


Goldsmith has written a book which 
include the proposals of the organiza- 
tion and replies to certain of its critics. 
Tho manuscript for the volume, before 
publication, was submitted to former 
President Taft and Dr. A, Lawrence 
Lowell and was considered by them 
to be a comprehensive statement of 
the league's program. It may, then, 
safely bo said to present the case of 
the league, its bid for recognition to 
puhlic consideration. 


The book is simple, 
clear, brief, 


and complete. 
The busy man may 


- read it in an evening. 
It Is an HT- 


gument that the nation, with its world 
interests, should unhesitatingly join 
such a league and that for us thus to 
combine with other nations would not 
be n violation of J'.-fferson's or Wash- 
ington's 
oft-quoted advice, for this 


would be a foreign alliance of a char- 
acter entirely different from anything 
these great leaders had in mind. Many 
critics hc(vx^ insisted that 
such 
a 


league cannot work; that it is a 
dream; that, calling for force it vio- 
lates Its very purpose; and that it 
has no plan to reduce armaments. 
Goldsmith would answer these objec- 
tions.

PLUNKETT 


Joseph Plunkett, whose "Complete 


.Poems" have just been published by 
Stokes, was, like Thomas MacDon- 
agh, one of the__signers of the Repub- 
lican Proclamation, and was 'likewise 
executed for his share in the Irish 
Revolution. 
Piunkett came of a de- 


vout Catholic family in Dublin. His 
father, the (Papal) Count Plunkett, 
was Director of the National Museum' 
in Dublin; he and his wife were sub- 
sequently deported for their sympathy 
with the revolutionists. 


Joseph Plunkett was a keen literary 


critic. 
He was for some time editor 


of the Irish "Review," a paper of lit- 
erary distinction. He welcomed to his 
magazine the work oC all "good writ- 
ers, regardless of their political opin- 
ions. Plunkett was best known for 
his volume oE poems entitled "Tho^ 
.Circle of tke Sword." A dreamer and 
a mystic, to his friends he was known 
as quite the reserve of a man of ac- 
tion. • Yet he showed enthusiasm and 
vigor in his recruiting of volunteers to 
fight for Irish liberty. 


While under sentence oC death, ho 


married Miss Grace Gifford, a tal- 
ented artist, and a sister of Thpmas 
MacDonagh's widow.

MODERN ART. 


By HENRY VARNUM POOR. 


Art cannot exist for itself, nor for 


the one who creates it. 


It is a language of emotional ex- 


pression. 
Every true artist 
must 


have as the backbone of his work the 
idea of service. 
Pie must feel that if 


he succeeds the world will have been 
enriched by his work. 
Re-move this 


fnith, and the self denial, the sustained 
effort that is necessary to produce 
great art would collapse. 


Good and useful work is often built 


upon a clear recognition and acce-pt- 
ance of limitations. 
Great work ia 


only built upon the refusal on the 
part o f . its creator to accept limita- 
tions. 
The great artist has through 


the ages asked himself, and devoted 
himself to finding—"What is the ul- 
timate?" The more nearly he reaches 
It the more lasting value does his 
work have. 


The young artist of 
today 
who 


scorns the meaning of new art move- 
ments and declares the old is good 
enough for him, is a fool. 
The older 


men, who scent something new, a're 
afraid. 
They condemn it to give 


themselves courage. 


The real artist of today is a man 


born with the love of form and color, 
who longs to express himself with 
these. 
His longing must be so great 


that in the face of the complexity of 
his work he never loses courage. His 
mind must be eager to study and com- , 
prehend the art of the past, and eager 
to explore every unknown possibility ^ 
in the present and future, so that from* 
every source he may select and com- 
bine the elements that for him are 
most vital. 
So he may find the rich- 


ost, fullest possibility 
of emotional 


expression, the most perfect language 
of art—its ultimate form. 


He must master this reorganiza- 


tion, not as a cold intellectual prorb- 
lem, nor as a pure manifestation "of 
esthetics, 
but as ^a revealing force 


never separated from life and nature, 
for it is only in life that the impetus 
of new creation is found. 
As he un- 


derstands great "art it will reveal, life, 
and as he understands life it wiil re- 
veal great art. 
. "* 


PROBLEM OF MODERN PAINTING 


Today the problem of the Art of 


Painting is more complex than ever 
before. 
The art of the ages lies back 


of us. 
The real problem of modern 


art is not to find some new : expres- 
sion, but to gather up and use the 
knowledge of centuries for' the pro-- 
duction of an art that goes it one 
ste-p further toward the ultimate— 
just as the whole life of the race 
must be directed toward that end, or 
life is not worth living. 


The problem becomes more and 


more staggering1. 
In this time of 


hurry many painters, shrewd to recog-- 
nize great art, see the inadequacy of 
most of the painting around them. 
They are not willing no> able to pay 
the price of labor and self denial that 
great art demands, so they hunt- a 
.short cut—the "isms"—Cubism, Fu- 
turism, and all the fads which confuse 
the serious layman, and bring art into 
contempt. 


Most of the other painters are so 


blinded by different technical phases 
that have arisen in the progress of 
painting that they do not see Ait, they 
see Techniques. And they go content- 
edly along in the manner of Sargent, 
or- Zorn or Chase, or after the more 
stylistic techniques of such obviously 
decorative painters as Brangwyn, or 
the Swede, Fjacstad, or the Austrian 
Klimt. 


Of these two groups—those hunt- 


ing ne-w forms and those interested in 
techniques—the first is nearer to the 
achievement 
of 
something 
worth- 


while. 
They have brought us face to 


face with this problem: 
To the art 


of painting to continue in the same 
general form it has always followed, 
or is it to launch art into the realm 
of pure and abstract art where music 
now stands alone? 
»« 


- Another group is made up of men 
who are quite willing to be called fol- 
lowers of Ce-zanne, although Cezanne 
is not at all the limit of their creed. 


There is also a-great deal of talk 


about "getting back to the Primitive." 


In the rest of this Paper I will dis- 


cuss the three- phases of modern art 
that I feel are significant: 


First, the Primitives; then Cezanne 


and his place in the orderly progress 
of art; then the Cubists, Futurists, 
Synchronists, etc., as men attempting 
to create a Revolution in Art. 


THE pimnTTVEs. 


In the movements of races and the 


rise and fall of civilization, there is 
no steady progress. 
We hope the 


sum of back and forward movement 
ig forward, but while It may be for- 
ward in one aspect of civilization, it 
may for the time be back in another: 


Today we do not hold slaves, and 


have developed a social consciousness. 
We are sure that this is finer, more 
idealistic, than slave-holding as prac- 
ticed by the Greeks and Egyptians, 
But for us to assume that because we 
have electricity, ride in automobiles 
and live- in apartment houses, there- 
fore we know more about art than 
the Egyptians did, is ridiculous. 
We 


have no right whatever to spealc of 
Egyptian art as primitive art. 
Our 


artists may know more.about anatomy- 
and more of painting techniques, but 


techniques may cover up the 
real 


thing and blind a whole generation to 
what is essential. 
And the more we 


add to the technical baggag-e .of art, 
the more difficult it is to keep from 
obscuring the fundamentals. 
To me 


there is no question but' that the 
average painter of today, or at least of 
fifteen years ago--Sar.-rf.it, 
Chase, 


Henri or whole dozens of artists held 
in high esteem—knows less, actually, 
pays less'kttention to essentials in art 
than the "average artist 
of ancient 


Egypt. 
These modern men are more 


primitive artists than the Egyptians. 
So the man of today who studies the 
so-called Primitives, may. be brushing 
aside technical elaborations for the 
sake of getting at real knowledge. 


I do not want it to seem that I 


deny evolution and well grounded de- 
velopment - in art: . 
I believe in ' it 


heart and - soul. 
I believe that no 


really primitive people have produced 
great art. 
The negro sculpture that 


so interests Matisse is real art, and so 
is immensely expressive beside most of 
the work of today, which is -not art at 
all. 
But beside Giotto or Michael 


Angelo, this negro sculpture- is im- 
potent and truly primitive. 


CEZANNE. 


Cezanne Is an integral part of the 


real growth of art. .Form, and form 
relations, something of what we mean 
in the word design, is -the most es- 
sential element in art. 
Cezanne knew 
tnis—he was a truly classic painter 
in spirit. 
In his work he harnessed 


the scattered color—knowledge that 
the Impressionists were gaining, mak- 
ing it explain arid give greater weight 
and meaning to form. 
After Cezanne, 


form and color must mean the same 
.thing. 
Cezanne was so absorbed in 


the most fundamental aspects of form, 
mass and plasticity, and the relating 
of color to these, that his form in its 
too dimensional aspect Is often crude 
and distorted. 


Color construction, exemplified 
in 


Cezanne, is a new and powerful means, 
with which to build true art. It gives 
the possibility of a more apparent 
tangibility, a greater, stronger sense of 
reality than painting has eve-r before 
had. 
And this is not surface realism 


nor mere literalism- It is a realism 
which gets at the kernel of reality. In 
its mastery of essentials it gives free- 
dom for reconstruction, for recrea- 
tion, enabling the artist to hunt for 
perfection of type and completion of 
artistic structure, without losing the 
essence of realism. 
Intense realism 


becomes the finest, most vital ideal- 
ism. 


THE KEVOI/imON IN ART. 


The attempt to make of/the Art of 


Painting a pure art has been an ex- 
tremely interesting development 
in 


modern painting. 


Music is an art^ that begins and 


ends in itself. It is complete in its 
own order and movement, and need 
have no definite relation* to tangible 
or intangible things in life, such as 
babbling brooks, starlit 
nights, 
or 


summer days. The purity of it as an 
art gives it a wonderful charm' a,nd 
freedom. 


Painting as we have known it, is 


more related to poetry, in which the 
pure art form and the meaning are 
dual, equal elements. The masterpiece 
in poetry is the rarer and 
perfect 


union of the verse form and move- 
ment on one hand and the meaning 
or sentiment on the other—where 
each seems to give rise- to the other, 
naturally and simply. Whitman's two 
lines to "-Beautiful Women" is to ma 
such a. union': 
'"Women sit, or move to and fro— 


some old, some young- 


The young axe beautiful—but the old 


axe more 
beautiful than, the 


young-." 


For painting, Giotto's "Raising: of 


Lazarus," "Massacre1 of the Inno- 
cents," Massaccio's "Expulsion from 
the Garden of Eden," Michael An- 
gelo's 
"Creation 
of 
Man," 
"The 


Brazen Serpent," many Bembrandt 
heads—all these seem to me master- 
pieces of this perfect union. 


Music could develop into a pure 


art, because the single sound ia ap- 
preciable by itself, axjd because of its 


existence in time, giving rhythm. The 
sound produced by the beating of 
sticks in primitive dance-music did 
not mean "slicks" to the savage, but 
coming In regular order, it gave him 
a sense of movement and desire to 
dance, » 
. 


The beginning of poetry was inar- 


ticulate verse, really primitive music; 
but as sounds grew into words, and 
became definite symbols of things and 
ideas, they could not be used sense- 
lessly. 
So poetry became an impure 


or dual art, with the poetic form and 
the meaning as. equal elements. 


Abstract design, or "decoration, ana. 


representation probably grew up to- 


*• gether in the art of Painting. 
The 


most serious art of every people "and 
time has combined both. However, 
line as line, and color as color can 
each be appreciated alone in some- 
thing the same way as sound. 
This 


allows the existence of pure abstract 
design or decoration, which has al- 
ways been one side of the art instinct 
of man. 
During the life of the race, 


abstract design has been given every 
chance to grow into all that it could 
grow into, .but it has never had the 
emotional , power of music, and has 
never meant to a people as much as 
the art. which combined design and 
representation, 
. 


The primary reason Is that design 


is static. 
It does not exist in time 


as music does, so the rhythm possible 
in design is nothing compared to the 
real physical rhythm of music, and 
which is the source of its power. 


What hag happened then, that the 


mailers of abstractions in color-pat- 
tern and line are glorifying their work 
as the ultimate form of' art — the true 
expression of the modern age? 


To me It seems as I have said. ' 


These men are keenly . alive to the 
pure design side of every great work 
of art. 
They, personally, 
are 
not 


closely in touch with a stable, simple, 
real life which still exists under the 
superficial movement and falseness of 
modern life. 
So they easily minimize 


the other side of all greut painting 
and plunge into abstractions for which 
they claim 
and • truly hope great 


things. 
And in. the unbalanced neu- 


rasthenics, who arc the product of 
the worst phase of modernity, their 
new language does arouse emotional, 
response. 


Form always has been, always will 


be, the great" subject-matter of -art. 
The emotion of form and form-rela- 
tions is the strongest pure esthetic 
emotion. 
When these forms embody 


essentials of things In nature — when 
they are given by an artist who so 
thoroughly understands that his form 
reveals nature — then Modern Painting 
will have the emotional power, mani- 
festing the ,force in modern life that 
great art of every time has been to 
the people of that time. 


But in thinking of "the Age," and 


art as the expression of the age, do 
not narrow it down to a generation. 
Books, reproductions, rapid transpor- 
tation should make this more than 
any other, a universal age. 
Because 


we no longer accept religious dogmas, 
surely -we are not so devoid of real 
reference and religion that we cannot 
understand Giotto and Michael An- 
gelo and El Greco. _- Because we move 
in trains and clothe ourselves, Ruben's 
"Lion Hunt" and his free wholesome 
animalism have not therefore 
lost 


their hold upon us. 
Because we light 


-with electricity Millet's peasant wo- 
man feeding her baby by the light of 


. a, candle 5s not meaningless. 
In the 


history of the race and in terms ot 
the most fundamental 
elements of 


human life, Giotto, Michael Angelo, 
Rembrandt, Rubens, El Greco and Ce- 
zanne—all belong to our age and "we 
to theirs.

Why bother about ways 
to 
recover 


sunken treasure when a non-sinkable 
purser's safe would prevent fortunes from 
sinking to the bottom 
of 
the ocean? 


Nowadays, when.a steamship passenger 
Sees his jewelry stored away In tho ship's 
safe, he doesn't knew whether it is going 
to a salt water grave or not. 


Inspired by the knowledge of the lack 


of preventive measures of this kind, 
Mcnotti Nannl, according to the Popular 
Science Monthly for March, has devised a 
non-Binkable vault 
which is not only 


la^re enough to hold the purser's safe, 
but which also provides ample storage 
space for registered mail, gold bullion, 
and valuables owned by the passengers. 


Nanni plans to install several of his 


floating safes in a. Jargo, vertical cylindri- 
cal steel casing placed in a well amid- 
ships, the top of the well being flush 
with the upper deck and covered with a 
loose-fitting, 
easily-removed 
cap. 
The 


safes are placed one on top of another, 
the first, second and third class passen- 
gers each having a safe for their valu- 
ables. The two lower safes serve as a. 
repository for registered mail and for tha 
most precious part of tho ship's cargo. 


Ready access is gained to the. safes 


through doors provided in both the outer 
and inner casings at the various decks. 
Thus the first class passengers, for in- 
stance, could place their valuables in the 
safe at night and, remove them In the 
morning. Of course there -would be a 
guard in charge of each eafe. 


If a ship equipped with such a system 


of floating safes should sink, the cover of 
the well would float oft, the water would 
enter the, steel casing and force the safes 
to rise to the surface. Once on the sur- 
face the safes bob about, to be eventually 
picked up by a passing craft.

BRAVES_POISONS 


"Are 
garment 
workers, 
particularly 


prcssers and ironers, subject to chronic 
poisoning by carbon monoxide gas, a. poi- 
eonous constituent of illuminating gas, 
which may be discharged into the air of 
workshops by gas-heated appliances?" 


The United States Public Health Serv- 


ice, 
in a" bulletin which has juat been 


issued, answers this question in the af- 
firmative. 
In 11% of the shops examined 


in a study of the hygienic conditions sur-i 
rounding the cloak and suit and dress and 
waist industries in New York City the 
amount of carbon monoxide was exces- 
sive., In 38% of tho establishments studied 
the odor of gas was perceptible. 
Fifty 


per cent of the shops used ordinary gas 
irons only; 41.8% used irons heated by 
means of a mixture of gas and air under 
pressure. 
Only 2.4% used electric irons 


exclusively, and in S.6% defective gas 
irons were found. Tho study of the gas 
tubes used showed that none were gas- 
tigut and that most of them were in such 
a condition as to invite leakage. Tho 
constant breathing of carbon monoxide 
lowers the vital resistance of the body, 
thus paving tho way for the infections of 
disease.

PNEUMATIC 
TIRES 


FOR HIKING SHOES 


Taking his inspiration from automobile 


tires, amf going the ordinary rubber heel 
one better, Oscar Mussinan, of New York 
city, has invented a pneumatic tire for 
Ills own shoes. The "tire" differs very de- 
cidedly from the ordinary heel in that a 
partition of rubber is built in it half way 
up Its thickness. The partition thus forms 
an air chamber with the bottom of the 
leather above it, and still another one 
with the ground when the heel comes 
down upon it, 
explains 
the 
Popular 


.Science Monthly for March. Each ot these 
two charnbers'Ms connected with tho out- 
side air by a small opening. When the 
heel strikes the ground, tho air In the 
oftambcrH becomes slightly compressed, 
causing the jolt of the walking to be very' 
greatly cushioned in a manner very much 
similar to that in which the automobile 
tire cushions the jolts of riding. To pre- 
vent the air from becoming too suddenly 
compressed and so putting the bottom of 
thp heel out of shape, the air is-allowed 
to escape slowly'through'the openings. 


When U comes to names for relatives, 


some of the Indian tribes of California 
have such a wealth of kinds of kinship as 
to make the white men seem poverty- 
stricken, according to a paper by Ed- 
ward Winslow Gifi'ord, associate curator 
of the Anthropological Museum of the 
University of California, just issued In 
the University of California publications 
In American archaeology and ethnology. 


"Mother-in-law" exhausts the resources 


of the English language, but it takes five 
different words to name nva different 
kinds of "mother-in-law" among the 
Kawailsu 
Indians, 
who live 
in 
the 


Tehachapi mountains at the southern end 
of the San Joaquin valley. Either parent 
of one's spouse is known as' "yeheni." If 
it is desired to make the term partic- 
ularly affectionate one says, "yohetclni," 
But after the death of one's spouse, the 
name is "yehesepuni." 
The mother-in- 


law or father-in-law of one's child, how- 
ever, is not called "yeheni," but "tceni." 
After the death of one's child, then the- 
parent of that child's spouse. Is no longer 
called "teeni," but "teerepunl." 


One's mother is known as "piyuni" so 


long as all her children are living, but 
after one's brother or sister has died, 
then - the mother is no longer called 
"piyuni." but "mawuuni," which is tho 
same term as used for one's mother's 
older sister, or for one's father's older 
brother's wife. 


There nre forty-three different terms 


for 
family 
relationships 
among 'the 


Kawailsu, and forty among the Tubatu- 
labal, an Indian tribe living in tho Kern 
river region, in the southern Sierra Ne- 
vada, whose kinship terms Mr. Gifford 
describes in this same paper. 


The curious fact that the one word, 


"peduni," means either daughter or niece 
suggests—though this is still in the field 
of conjecture—that at one time the In- 
stitution of the "levlrate" may have ex- 
isted among the Kawailsu—that is, the 
.old Biblical institution that if a man dies 
without offspring his brother must then 
marry his widow. The first child of tlite 
new marriage was known among the an- 
cient Hebrews as the child of the dead 
husband. 


Much light on the marriage customs 


and' family arid social relations of the na- 
tive Indians of California, is obtained by 
such studies as these of Indian words 
for the expression of kinship. Such in- 
vestigations throw light, also, on tho 
primitive migrations 
of 
the aboriginal 


Americans. Thus Mr. Gifford points out 
that the words of some thirty-three dif- 
ferent family relationships in Kawailsu 
are so very close in form to the terms 
use'd in the Uintah 
Utes ths.t the two 
languages, and the customs of these two 
Shoshonean tribes, 
are 
very evidently, 


closely related, although their tribal seats 
are now more than a thousand miles 
apart. 


BUGS STRONGER 


THAN 
MEN, 


If someone were to tell you they 


knew of a bugr stronger than an 
ele- 


phant you would scoff. 
If a bug may 


be called strongrer than the-elephant, 
if it can draw a weight proportion- 
ately greater than its own, then it 
may be given the laurels. Tests have 
been made. 
It has been found that 


a 
wagonette -of tin weighing 1% 


pounds has been drawn by an insect 
measuring- two and a quarter inches. 


One leg of the same insect (jvas able 


to move a weight of half a pound. Jf 
a man weighing 125 pounds were to 
perform the equivalent of this feat, it 
has been shown, he would have to lift 
1350 pounds with one hand. 
Another 


hug was able to support on its back a 
brick weighing over a pound. 
This 


insect weighed three ounces. 
An or- 


dinary housefly can lift a match be- 
tween its feet and carry it. A human 
being- to perform a similar feat would 
have to lift a beam eig-ht and a quar- 
ter yards long- and sixteen inches 
thick. 


The secret of the great strength 


of the bug has been pointed out by a 
scientist who says that in order to 
compare the -weights drawn by dif- 
ferent animals it is necessary to re- 
duce the weight carried to the same 
thickness as the animal's muscles. 
But the muscles of Insects are by no 
jneqns abnormally thick, nor are they 
larger in proportion than the muscles 
of man or other animals. 
Therefore, 


an animal ten times tho size of an in- 
sect should be able to carry one hun- 
-dred times aa heavy a load, owing to 
the relative size of the muscles. 
But 


instead of carrying a heavier load 
they carry a much smaller load 
pro- 


portionately than the insect. 


This Is because' the 
animal 
ten 


times larsrer than the insect has one 
thousand times the mass to carry. 
This fact explains the strength of in- 
sects and the comparative weakness 
of tho elephant.

EXTENSION

KINDERGARTEN 


Approximately 570 kindergartens were 


opened last year in public schrcls tbat 
never had them before, According to a 
recently completed survey by the Bureau 
of Education of the Department of the 
Interior. "This means on-* extra year of 
education for about 25,f>00 children." the 
bureau reports, "and as the beys and 
girls of this country average only- a little 
over five years in school, the value of 
this additional training can nr.L be over- 
estimated.' 


"A number of states havrj shown in- 


creases which are notworthy. 
California 


stands out p&rticularly for ha\ing re- 
ported 91 additional iilndcr^artons In 2ii 
different cities and towns. Montana has 
also made a stride 'orward by charg- 
ing, in one year, its record o* 6 kinder- 
gartens in one city to SI kindergartens 
In six cities. 


"Several cities have reported that they 


were carrying on experimental kinder- 
garten work with a. view to proving the 
value of this kind of training before 
definitely incorporating it !n tho school 
curriculum. 
Youngstotvrr, Ohio, intro- 


duced kindergarten methads in this way 
last February with t^e result that a 
kindergarten has now been permanently 
established. A similar experiment made 
in Houston Heights, Texas, proved so 
satisfactory that the school authorities 
contemplate a kindergarten in each of 
the grade schools for next year. 


"Pasadena, Cah, with a population of 


30,000, conducts 15 kindergartens. It has 
had a kindergarten connected Tvlt'i each 
of its elementary schools for years, and 
is thoroughly committed to this dejT.rt-

ROSES AND HOW 
TO GROW THEM, 
SOME ^VARIETIES 


Observance before the fall and .spring 


Planting, of a few' considerations not 
usually taken into account by amateur 
rose growers, will add greatly 
to the 


possibilities o£ the rose a« a beautifier 
of the town or country home, say flower 
specialists of the U. S. Department of 
Agrfcuiture. 
The various uses to which 


roses may be put in achieving 
orna- 


mental effects and the care, that should 
be taken of the plants under different 
conditions are 
described 
in Farmers' 


Bulletin 750, issued by the department. 


Roses are divided in the bulletin ac- 


cording to their uses into: roses for lawn 
and border, roses for arbor and trellis, 
cut-flower roses, hedge roses, roses for 
ground covers, and tree roses. Soil, ferti- 
lizing and planting conditions for the sev- 
eral types of roses are practically the 
same. The types differ markedly, how- 
ever, in habits ot growth and hardiness 
and require, therefore, the application of 
essentially different treatment in prun- 
ning and for propagation and protection.

rose growing are thorough drainage and 
a plentiful supply of organic 
matter, 


with a. reasonably constant water supply 
during the growing season. A soil capa- 
ble of growing good garden or field crops 
is, in general, good for roses. 
Hotted 


cow manure is tho best fertilizer. Any 
other •well-rotted manure or compost will 
serve'the purpose, however. The use of 
tres'.i manure, especially horse manure, 
should be avoided. 
If used, under no 


circumstances should it be allowed 
to 


touch the roots. Of the commercial ferti- 
lizers, ground bone is excellent, but will 
not take the place of compost. Cotton- 
seed meal may be used in tho same way 
as bone. Wood ashes are sometimes a 
helpful addition. 


PLANTING. 


Planting distances for roses will be de- 


termined by the purposes of the planting 
and the habits of the varieties chosen. 
On lawns and along borders the plants 
should be spaced so that when they roach 
maturity they will come together with- 
out overcrowd ingr" For cut flowers a sep- 
arate bed should be maintained so that 
special care can be given. Roses in such 
a bed should be spaced somewhat widely 
to facilitate thorough cultivation. Climb- 
ing roses require much plant food and 
(should be planted In a generously sized 
hole filled with good soil. 


Early spring planting is advisable In 


the extreme northern portions of the 
United States and on the western plains. 
iTn other regions fall planting la 
ad- 


xrantageous, but tho 
difference 
is rot 


sufficiently great to -warrant postponing 
planting from spring until autumn when 
the rose grower "^is ready at the earliy 
season. The planting in spring should be 
done as soon as the ground is dry nnoug*.i 
to work. The fall planting should follow 
immediately the falling of the 
leaves 


from trees and bushes. In general, rose 
plants should be set ouf. as soon us pos- 
sible after they arrive from the nursery, 
and if It is impossible to plant Imme- 
diately, the plants should be placed in. a 
trench and the roots covered. 
If 
the 


stems are shriveled, vitality may be re- 
stored by burying the -whole plan{. for a 
few days. If frozen plants are received, 
they should be placed where they will 
thaw out gradually, and should not be 
unpacked until the frost is 
thoro-.iRhly 


out. 
In carrying the plants to the plant- 


ing ground, care should be taken to have 
the roots covered. Probably 
the 
best 


plan Is to carry "tie plants in a bucket 
of water. 


Set the plants a little deeper than they 


were during their nursery growth, but be 
careful not to plant too deeply. When 
grafted stock is used the point of union 
should be -well under the surface, of tha 
ground. Trim the ends of the roots of 
dormant plants and spread the roots out 
In the hole. Shake the plant up and 
down as tho dirt .-is filled in. When'the 
roots are covered, it is well to tramp 
down the soil if It la not too wet. T*ja 
plants may then be watered if necessary. 


For the lawn and border—Rugosa or 


Wrinkled Japanese rose, Rosa luclda, 
Carolina, Prairie, Arkansas, Sweet Bilar, 
Rosa, egianterla or Rosa lutea, dyarf 
Polyantha. Cabbage and Damask roses.

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Intimate 
View of Jack

We learn from this little book of Mrs. 


London's that Jack always seemed "to 


. bo making plans for a tangible;eternlty," 
such was his disregard for the thought of 
death, and yet he lived each moment .for 
all it was worth. "What a life we live, 
and how wo do live it while we live It," , 
Jack says to.his wife in those pases; and ' 
again: "We- have lived a. little, you and 
I, Mate-woman." "Mate-woman" was one 
of Jack's pet names for his wife, but there 
were several others, we learn, such as 
"the skipper's sweetheart," "the Cracker- 
jack" and."Jack's wife." His tender love 
for his mate-woman is apparent again and 
again, once very touchlngly when 'she 
narrowly escapes an accident and he says 
to her; "There are many boats, but only 
one woman." Indeed, Jack London was 
tender toward all. He requested his wife 
one day at sea to scan (lie horizon every 
time she came on deck, saying: "This is 
a lonely sea, Mate, and tliere might be 
some poor devil in distress." "We see Jack 
wearing ".Ttmmle Hopper's famous blue- 
and-gold sweatei-" and a "Tarn c£, Shan- 
ter, the age of which is beyond guessing." 
We see him reading 
to the delighted 


crew Conrad's- "Typhoon" or to Ills vrife 
Conrad's "Youth," "a masterpiece 
of. 


which he and I never tire," many times 
though we have read ft," says Mrs. Lon- 
don. 
We learn that he read Melville's 


"Typee" when ho was a boy, and wonder 
to what extent that fascinating- book af- 
fected, his own literary leanings. "We see 
Jack and his wife sparring for exercise, 
playing "intense games ot cribbage." Wo 
see him acting as an amateur dentist in 
the Marquesas. We learn that he always 
wished he had been a prizefighter; that he 
detested letter writing; that he wouldn't 
quit writing in the'middle of a sentence- 
to see a shark landed on deck; that he 
never slept without "fantastic dreaming" 
—Indeed, we sec the man In a thousand 
lights and shades that endue his flgure 
with vitality, with.red-blooded humanity. 
And always we see him writing, writing, 
writing under all sorts of conditions, turn- 
ing out-his thousand words a. day, allow- 
ing himself once a six-day's vacation, but 
this was "an unusual thing for him." Mrs. 
London calls his work his "two hours ot 
creation a day," but Jack called it "bread 
and butter," and added: "Funny way to 
make a living, isn't it, Mate-woman?" 
Once we are shown Jack at the wheel, 
"his big sad eyes turned aside to the bit- 
ter sea," but generally it Is Jack of the 
-"""merry walk1' and the "smile like a- sun- 
beam." Reading this book it is hard to 
realize that he is dead; indeed, reading 
this book he lives once- more for us.— 
Town Talk.

During- the sojourn Madame Melba has 


not yet permitted her glorious voice to 
be heard In public in San Francisco; but 
she has interrupted lior weeks of rest In 
San Mateo and this' city for several con- 
cert trips; to Los Angeles, Riverside and 
other southern cities. And Uda Waldrop 
has been her accompanist for these con- 
certs, it was to rehearse a new^number 
for a concert fn Los Angeles that Madame 
Melba had made the engagement to meet 
Uda Waldrop at St. < Luke's. 
The new 


number is the latest composition of the 
great Sir Edward Elgar and it was In- 
spired by the war. it is partly Bong and 
partly recitative; there is also a very im- 
portant organ part. This part was to be 
played by Wnldrop who is master of the 
organ as well as of the piano. So Waldrop 
promised .to meet Madame Molba^at St. 
Luke's where there is a fine organ, .at five 
that Saturday afternoon. Madame Melba 
was punctual. Waldrop would have been 
punctual too had it not been for" the 
storm. He left Los Angeles where he had 
been taking a holiday, in plenty of time 
to reach San Francisco by motor early 
Saturday afternoon. But the storm blew 
along and added several hours to the trip. 
He couldn't have reached St. Luke's .in 
time in an aeroplane. He telephoned from 
San Jose to -the Palace Hotel, informing 
Madame Melba Of lifs plight; but 
she 


hoped ag-ainst hope that he would arrive 
in time. When she gave over rapping at 
the door of'tile church and drove back to 
the Palace she was rather'au angry star. 
When Waldrop finally arrived in town he 
sent his .apologies. Her only reply was 
that sho hoped he would be in Loa An-. 
geles for rehearsal the day of the concert. 
But she would not se.e. Tilm. 


Waldrop arrived In Los Angeles bright 


and early the doy of the Melba concept 
which was billed for the evening and ih 
Trinity Auditorium. From the California 
Club where he ha^ been put up by a 
friend he telephoned to Madame Melba's 
apartment in the Alexandria, to announce 
his presence and ascertain the .hour of the 
rehearsal. Madame Melba's maid said that 
her mistress was out, but would return at 
ten. At ten she had not come in, nor at 
ten-thirty, nor at eleven, and to sum op 
three hours of telephoning, it was not till 
one o'clock'in the afternoon that Wajdrop 
received word from her. And this word 
was cxtrefeiy disconcerting. 
The maid' 


then Informed him over the telephone 
that'Madame Melba was furiously angry 
with tiim because he had not been at the 


Auditorium at eleven o'clock for rehears- 
al! Also that she had finished her re- 
hearsal long- since, another organist hav- 
ing been provided. Picture tlio harrowed 
feelings of the innocent man! Was he a. 
mind reader? 
he asked 
the maid; and 


other exasperated questions. 
Could he- 


talk to MAdame Melba? He could not, the 
maid said, as Madame talks to nobody, 
sees nobody in the hours preceding the 
concert. "Wnldrop knew this to bo the fact, 
so he made no further effort in that direc- 
tion. 
Instead 
he called up Impresario 


Behymer who had charge of the concert. 
"I have troubles of my own," said the 
Will Greenbaum of Los Angeles."

of Melba's trunks is missing." 
So- the 


songbird would have remained incom- 
municado had not Waldrop hit upon the 
expedient of sending her ti telegram in 
which he made it plain that lie was dread- 
fully sorry and equally plain that he was 
quite innocent of blame,- 


Trinity Auditorium was jammed'for the 


concert, and Waldrop had groat difficulty 
in making his way through the throng- to 
the stage and beyond. It was with mingled 
feelings that he paused irresolute out- 
Sjido the closed door of Melba's dressing 
room. He had offended her once by failing 
to roach St. Luke's 
In 
San Francisco 


when the elements kept hit away; ho 
had offended her again in Los Angeles 
by failing to have clairvoyant knowledge 
of the hour for rehearsal. What .would bo 
his reception? With trepidation ho knock- 
ed on the dressing room door. "Come in!" 
s.iid Melba. He opened the door cautious- 
ly, and pecked In. There was the' radiant 
eong bird in the midst of half a dozen 
lady friends Including the Countess Fitz- 
Olarence. At the sight of her long-lost 
accompanist the smile left Melba's face. 
She Ijccame Melba the Avenger. "Come 
here!" slio cried, pointing' to a spot on 
the floor Immediatel}' before her,. Not a 
word was spoken by any of the ladies as 
the errant musician walked into the 2-oom 
and stood obediently on the spot indi- 
cated. 
"Don't dare move!" commanded 


Melbar Then with dainty forefinger and 
thumb she took hold of Waldrop'a nose 
and brought down a finger of her other 
hancl lightly upon it. "Now you're pun-- 
ished," she said, and permitted herself 
to smile once more that radiant smile of 
hers. "I cannot understand it," she added; 
"you are lovely to *r)l the ladies in the 
world except me. 
But 
you 
treat me 


shamefully." Whereupon everybody laugh- 
ed. 
The concert was a huge success.—

a cut flower. It takes an enor- 
mous number of plants to cover 


any considerable spice. The most con- 
stant altention 
Is 
needed 
if the best 


blooms are to be secured. But for all these 
handicaps (though no real lover of the 
Pansy win think of pansy, care in that 
light) no flower enjoys a more distinct 
popularity. The reason Is not hard to find. 
The delicacy ot coloring, the oddity of ita 
arrangement, the texture of the inflor- 
escence, the profusion of bloom, the very 
expression that a person with even littls 
Imagination can distinguish in the bloorna 
and which has come to make their re- 
semblance to "little faces" so often re- 
marked, combine to explain this popular- 
ity. 


-The 
pansy has had a long, long time In 


which to establish itself in favor. The first 
remark upon it that can be found in lit- 
erature" dates its., origin at least as early 
as the middle of the seventeenth century. 
How inferior to the present types the 
flower of that early Cay must have been 
is indicated by the improvement in the 
strains that has been made in- even the 
past two decades. Pansies that approxi- 
mate four Inches across and that are dis- 
tingjshed by^the most brilliant colors are 
distinctly an~ achievement ot a compara- 
tively short recent time. In the related" 
types of vioia cornuta, or horned pansy, 
and of the violet, which is closely related 
botaniciilly, 
fewer 
improvements hava 


been brought about. 


The classification of pansles is not us- 


ually into varieties as with other flowers 
but into strains or groupings, depending 
for their differentiation upon the colors 
of the petals and the arrangement thereof. 
The "selfs" are '/lowers all of one color, 
though at the heart a tiny spot may be 
of a different shade. The selfs were very 
much in evidence at the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition where Mr. John MacLaren, su- 
pervising gardener, planted immense beds 
of purest yellow blooms. White, dark red 
and blacks are to be found also among 
the selfs. A second strain includes those 
whloh have 
dark centers, 
larger than 


those mentioned-in the selfs and of vary- 
ing suggestions of color, surrounded by 
white grounds; The third are similar to 
the last with yellow grounds. Both the 
lust two strains have usually a zone at 
tliu perimeter which IB of a dark color 
similar to the inner zone. 


But the true beauty'of the garden var- 


ieties of pansies comes not so particular- 
ly from these original strains as from the 
crosses which have been derived under 
cultivation. 
The 
Trimardeau, 
Gassier, 


Aurora and others are cases In point. The 
dominant types have broken into every 
conceivable 
arrangement 
and- shade of 


color, some of very regular design, somo 
less formal in the margins where the col- 
ors adjoin and some of the most gro- 
tesque arrangement. The best sorts re- 
quire utmost diligence on the part of their 
growers, but these labors of cultivation 
have been rewarded by the Immense and 
beautiful blooms which are now to be se- 
cured. 


There is no place in the world better 


ntlaptod to the raising of pansiea than 
Alamcda county. The shading from the 
burning .sun that is necessitated In the 
interior valleys and throughout a great 
part of .southern California is absolutely 
unknown here. The pansy beds may be 
pl;u:f-ii where they will receive every bit 
of sun there Is during the year and suffer 
not one whit thereby. Tills is one more, 
and our final, reason why every garden in 
Oakland nud Us neighbors should have a 
bed of these lieautiful flowers, no matter 
how small the space that may be allot- 
ed thereto. -

Here is the intensive garden plan pre- 


pared for a plot of ground 15x30 feet. It 
is a comprehensive planting idea in the 
"back-to-the-backyard" campaign. How it 


can be done- is illustrated in the above 
diagram. 


Corn, 2 ounces. Plant In 'drill l>i to 3 


Inches deep. Drop 3 seed every 14 inches. 
After plants are up to 6 inches thin out 
to 1 stock. 


Radish, 'lib. Sow in drill i inch deep, 


about 2 seeds to the inch. Cover, and If 
there is no rain before the surface dries, 
sprinkle lightly. 


Lettuce, t oz. Same instructions as for 


radish, except plant % inch deep and put 
3 or 4 seed in drill. 


Cabbage, 20 plants. Set plants IS Inches 


apart, 20 plants to the row. Plants can 
be bought cheaper than grown. 


Onions, one pound, sets. Plant in row 


3 inches apart. For city garden, sets are 
preferable to seeds. 


Turnips, 1 oz. ;Sow in drill % to % inch 


deep. When 6 Inches high thin out to 3 
Inches apart. Tops make good greens. 


Cauliflower, 20 plants. 
Instructions the 


same as for cabbage. 


Beets, i/, Ib. Sow in drill 1 inch deep. 


Thin out to 3 inches apart. Tops make 
good greens. 


Carrots, y, oz. Same Instructions as'for 


beets. When plants are strong, thin out 
to 2 inches. 


Potatoes—Plant good smooth potatoes. 


White or Early Rose. Cut them so that 
each piece will have one and not more 
than two eyes.

fact that our climate affords us two dis- 
tinctly propitious times for the sowing 
of seed. One Is in January to March, the 
earlier the better; the other is from mid- 
June to mid-August. Blooms wi.ll be had 
from the first seeding about the time the 
second seed boxes are prepared, while the 
summer 
sowing 
will 
ordinarily 
afford 


blooming plants before Christmas. Flow- 
ers are thus to be had during at least 
two-thirds of the year 'if the growing 
conditions are right. 


Pansy seed Is small but it is, in tho 


better varieties, full of vigor. And, by the 
way, only these better varieties should 
ever be purchased. One can find plenty of 
mixtures at ten cents a package, if he 
is of a mind W buy them, but they are 
not usually worth nearly 
the Industry 


that one feels justified In giving pansies. 
A good mixture of 500 seeds ought to cost 
at 
least twenty-five cents. If you feel 


able to buy the still better mixtures at 
fifty cents or so for that many seeds or 
loss, by all means do so. 


The use of the seed boxes, rather than 


planting in the open ground, is invariably 
to be advised with regard to this flower. 
These boxes need be no more than three 
or four Inches deep and of any dimensions 
otherwise that are desired. A box eight 
by twelve inches each way ought to pro- 
duce from fifty to eighty pansy plants if 
the seed Is broadcasted In. The soil in 
these boxes ought to be lighter thnn that 
in the garden i n t o which the plants will 
be 
transferred. A good seeding soil 
La 


composed of garden loam, one part; clean 
sharp river or beach sand, one part, and 
leaf mould or finely divided peat, one part. 
In the bottom of the box bore holes of 


any size for draining 
and cover these 


with bits of broken crock or rocks so that 
the soil will not run out. Fill In with soil 
to within a quarter inch of the brim and 
firm down solidly with the fist or with a 
block of wood. On this surface, which is 
best watered the day before seeding and 
permitted to stand undisturbed over night, 
broadcast the pansy seed, taking care not 
to deposit it too thickly and not to ap- 
proach too closely the sides of the box 
where .the roots would Jie in contact with 
the wood. Cover with an eighth of an 
inch of soHWjiist sand alone is often ad- 
vised for this covering—and firm the sur- 
face again on top of the seeds. This is one 
requisite to insure germination, bringing 
the soil into contact with the seeds on 
all sides. The soil should be kept moder- 
ately moist but not wet. The boxes may, 
if the year is still young, be set within 
the warm window on the soutli side of the 
house or in a cold frame. If under gla.sa 
in either place the boxes must not be sub- 
jected to too much heat on sunny days. 
TRANSPLANTING 
MAKES STOCKIER 
PLANTS. 


An important consideration with regard 


to pansy plants must be understood for 
the subsequent operations, and that is, 
that the oftener they are transplanted 
the .stockier and stronger becomes the 
root system and the more profuse and 
larger the flowers. Three times is not by 
any means too often to transplant the 
seedlings after, they 
have 
reached 
a 


height of an inch or so in the seed boxes 
and before they are placed in thole final 
resting places in the garden. 
Similar^soii 


to that in the seed boxes may be used 


for the first transplanting, which is hand- 
ily done if wide flat boxes are used whicA 
will hold four Inches or so of soil. 
The 


plants may be lifted at each transplanting- 
with a dibble, as indicated in a previous 
article on this page. They should be set 
out in their places in the garden when 
they have readied a height of about four 
Inches. 
From first of tlitr year planting 


this will be about in May, while mid- 
summer seeding will give seedlings large 
enough to set out some time in October. 


The preparation of the pansy seed beds 


may be commenced about the time of 
the first transplanting. 
These beds will 


be found best if they are placed on the 
south or west side of the house or else- 
where with an exposure to the sun. In 
this climate they must have sun a good 
part of the day. The older notion that 
pansJes needed shade to do well has long 
since been exploded, except a.s applicable 
to hot countries. From four to six or 
seven hours of the warmest sun will not 
hurt the plants if they are otherwise 
properly cared for. Free circulation of 
air across the beds is imperative. 
The 


soil should be a rich garden loam, wilh 
not so much clay as to make it crack 
easily nor so heavy a percentage of sand 
as to dry out too quickly.

Cancerous Growth Is Explain- 


ed; Experiments in Feeding 
Made to Reach Basis; Re- 
sults Are Told 
in 
Report 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 17.—Labora- 


tory experiments that promise to bring 
about revolutionary discoveries in the 
treatment of typhoid, cancer and other 
diseases are told about by T)r. George. II. 
Whipple in his report to the trustees of 
tho George William Hooper Foundation 
for Medical Research connected with tho 
University of California. 


The experiments have been concluded 


in the laboratory of the Hooper Founda- 
tion at Second and Parnassus avenues, 
this city. 


Discussing the typhoid group of hac.- 


terla, Dr. Whipple reports to the trus- 
tees of the Hooper Foundation, that ex- 
periments conducted on rabbits 
show 


that these animals when highly Immun- 
ized may become carriers of disease when 
injected with- live bnctera. 
.. 


Such animals 
excrete 
living typhoid 


bacteria for a considerable space of time, 
Jhe report declares, and in some respects 
resemble liurhnn carriers of the disease. 
The laboratory work : in progress is ex- 
pected to explain this mechanism of car- 
rier formation, which would be a great 
medical gain, as It .would, point the way 
'to successful therapy. It'Is well known 
that human'"carriers', of .typhoid are. often 
extremely difficult to cure, and - yet- such 
cures are of the greatest Importance to

THEORY OF CANCER.

report of Dr. Whipple to the trustees ot 
the Hooper Foundation says:

rank of major of infantry.. He served 
actively and with distinction in the 
two Er-.lKan 
wars, and 
during the 


Greek mobilization since September 
24, I f l l n , he has been on active duty 
with his regiment more than he hag 
bo-en in Athens with hfs family. 
At 


the time 'of the mobilization his regi- 
ment-was sent to Saloniki, and he re- 
mained there with it until the Entente 
allies forced file Greek troops to" leave 
Saloniki at the end of 1915. It has 
only been in the last six months that 
he i has 'been actively associated with 
the . details of political developments 
in Greece, to be prepared for any 
eventuality." 


Although he is not married, Crown 


Prince George has a house of his own 
in 'Athens. 'Outside his work' as a 
soldier; the principal passion of the 
future king of the Hellenes is the col- 
lection of what he calls "Junk";— 
antiques, not of ancient Greece, but o£ 
Ihe Byzantine days and especially of 
Italian things of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries.

TUB TRIBUNK a feSv days ago commented upon 


the "non-partisan" and '^scientific" elements in the 
new federal] tariff commission, just appointed by 
the President. The political and professional rec- 
ord of the personnel of this commission tended to 
show that the President had not fulfilled to an 
ideal degree the pledges of the administration for 
a non-partisan and scientific board.

A VALUABLE SERVICE. 


California owes a debt to Hie National Ge- 


ographic Society which it should fully appreciate. 
This society has saved for posterity a valuable part 
of the giant forest in .the center of the Sequoia 
National Parlc in which grows the finest: specimens 
of Sequoia wasliingtonlana, the "loftiest and most 
venerable living things that nature has produced." 


Some months ago, says the official magazine of 


the Geographic Society, the Department of the 
Interior, realizing the constantly increasing values 
of timber had become a rapidly growing tempta- 
tion to the owners of trees to convert them into 
lumber, secured from Congress an appropriation 
of §50,000 to purchase this group of trees. They 
were on land in the center of the Sequoia National 
Park which was privately owned and therefore 
unprotected by the act which made the pnrlc a 
national preserve. When the effort was made to 
buy the holdings it was discovered that the owners 
could not fairly part with their Sequoia trees 
except on condition that adjacent property be 
purchased also, the supplementary land bringing 
the price up to $70,000. 
Inasmuch ns the actual 


market value of the timber on the-holdings was 
appraised by the govern men t at § 15(5,000, the price 
was reasonable. 


But the Department of the Interior was without 


funds, while the expiration of the option was only 
three weeks off. When the National Geographic 
Society learned of the situation, its board of direc- 
1ors immediately appropriated $20,000, which it 
gave to the government. Thus was accomplished

tho proper attention the heat sets in 


Its work and the battery goes dead. The 
heat .affects the separators and If they 
cannot stand the pressure of tile plates 
one cell after-another becomes shorted, 
the plates buckle, and then ft is a-new 
battery or an expensive repair; job.

the fall it is different but nevertheless 
a danger period. In cold ^weather tho 
efficiency of a

out of tho car, 
charged fully and then tested for inter- 
nal condition. Possibly the battery may 
be found to need repairs of some kind 
wlrtje it was 
apparently working all 
right, but the', test shows whether or not 
repairs are necessary in time to prevent 
the expense of a new battery and the ex- 
pense of repairs .at the time will be 
small compared with what battery prices 
are now and what they are going to be.

"\Vnr, If It comes, will Immeasurably 


reduce the already Insufficient supply," 
said Mr. Harrison. 
"Many cars would 


bo withdrawn from the open mnrket for 
government use. undoubtedly, and pro- 
dilution would 
l>« cut down to almost 


nothing by the command em-Ing of plants 


for manufacture of munitions and war 
supplies. 


"No one can foretell exactly the effect 


of our entry Into the war upon the motor 
market, 
it may result in the instant 


cessation of car making at many plants 
and the conversion of the machinery to 
production of war materials. 


"The car supply Is already far short of 


the phenomenal demand. The margin of 
stock which manufacturers have been 
able to produce Is almost negligible com- 
pared toythe huge demand already evi- 
denced. 
Close students of the situation 


estimate that even on a peace basis the 
demand will exceed the supply by from 
50 to GO per cent. 


"Briefly, three conditions contribute to 


this situation. 
First, the manufacturer 


was able to enlarge his facilities to con- 
struct cars fast enough for the phenome- 
nal development of 
the motor market. 


Second, even these Inadequate manufac- 
turing schedules have 
been 
ruthlessly 


aacrlflcd by our inability to get materials 
info the great car making centers, or to 
get a constantly moving outlet for the 
finished 
product. 
Third, an 
unprece- 


dented prosperity 1ms greatly increased 
the number of persons who will want to 
buy cars this year. 


"Those who wish to buy cars of 
me- 


dium price range probably vrlll have to be 
cared for on the 
flrst-come-first-served 
basis, and others will have to pontent 
trremselve.s w!th an autc-uoblle they had 
no intention of buying. 


"War will not, on the other hand, re- 


duce demand for motor cars. 
Our part 


in the war, as I comprehend it from the 
present national policy, could not be other 
than that of a vast economic arsenal sup- 
plying the men already on the firing line. 


It would be a year or more before we 


could send any considerable body of men 
to Europe. 
In the meantime the social 


life of the United States would undergo 
no profound change. 
People will motor, 
go to the theater, the beaches, the parks, 
the summer reports, as usual. 


"Actual 
engagement 
of the 
United 
States In the war would mean that even 
the limited number of persons who now 
go abroad would be further reduced, and 
automobile touring In the United States 
would Increase. 


"The supply of the Hudson Super-Slxs 


will be among the first exhausted. 
Al- 


though the building schedule of the Hud- 
son Motor Car Company calls for the pro- 
duction of more than 30,000 Super-Sixes 
this year, orders already in hand indicate 
that the demand will be far In excess of 
this number."

BEST, SAYS PEN FIELD 


'Equalization 'Practically Impossible on Service Brakes Oper- 


ating on Rear Whe els, Is the Contention.

prent.- majority of cars. While It Is true 
that year after year ntlier Viottermpiits 
have meen Incorporated, brakes have 
received littlo attention. 


The discussion centers mainly around 


the service brulce and H is the belief of n 
good many enshx&ers that the practice of 
putting service brakes on the rear wheels 
is fundamentally wrong. 
The trouble is 


that it is Impossible to equalize braking 
.effects. Tlie pressure on the foot pedal is 
equally 
distributed between 
the rear 


wheels by complicated mechanisms and 
line adjustments of linkages, but the user 
ot the car has no control over the con- 
dition of the 
braking surfaces. 
The 


brakes are In an exposed position 'near 
tlio ground and pick up san\l, mud, oil, 
etc. 
A little sand on one and a bit of 


greasy mud or oil on the other spoils all 
•the careful, work done in equalizing the 
.forces exerted. As soon as one wheel 
develops more drag on tho road than the 


other, the car Is almost sure to skid. 


The unequal braking- effects are com- 


pletely eliminated by putting the single 
service brake on the transmission, the 
differential geara distributing all forces 
equally between the rear wheels. At the 
same time the transmission brake is more 
powerful because 
of the gearing. 
The 


sear ratio of the average car is about 
•! to 1, so the brake drum revolves four 
times faster than the. rear wheels and 
{jives four times tho leverage for the 
breaking effort. 
Thus only one-quarter 


as much force must be exerted to ac- 
complish the same result. 
Tula case of 


operation appeals to the average driver. 


The larger allowable variation of pres- 


sure, clue to the 
high speed of the 


drum, is also a valuable feature as it 
practically eliminates the chance locking 
of wheels with consequent skidding dan- 
gers and excessive tire' wear. . .Lastly, 
the transmission brake la not located in 
such an exposed posit.on as are rear 
wheel brakes and Is .therefore less liable 
to pick up dirt and grease.

"On Juno 7-S, B. F. Durham and A, 13. 


Wnldcn, two Chalm«r.s drivers, enlab- 
lished n new record for I he trip between 
Chicago and New York of 31 hours flat 


for the 1047-mile journey. The best pre- 
vious record of 35 hours and 43 minutes 
was held by B. c. Patterson In a Pack- 
ard Six. An average speed of 33.7 miles 
per hour' was maintained, although half 
the run was made In a heavy downpour 
Durham later established a new record 
between Detroit natl Indianapolis with 
the same car used in the Chicago-New 
York run. A remarkable feature of the 
five road records hung up in rapid suc- 
cession by Chalmers cars, is the fact that 
a grand total of 2137 miles of country 
roads and, mountain trails were traversed 
at an average speed of over'thirty miles 
per hour.

Unique in Mechanics 


The largest smokestack over raised in 


one piece in the great west was swung 
into position this week, at the Judson 
Iron Works. This stack Is 135 feet tall, 
and was built complete upon the ground, 
and then raised In one huge 135-foot 
section and settled upon its base. 
The 


raising of this enormous piece of 'steel, 
setting it upon its foundation, and put- 
ting It into place without accident or 
injury to the great cylinder, was a: piece 
of work that, in Itself, is ^worthy of no- 
tice.

living than any other single element, and

that does and will do more Iri the future 
to preserve the high standard of public 
health on the Pacific Coast.

be drawn over them at the least expense, j 
If you limit the

products hauled over the roads. 
Don't [ 


imagine that I am conceding that tho 
motor truck is alone responsible for any 
road damage 'that is done. Such is not 
(lie case, for many roads open only to 
pleasure driving show evidence of de- 
terioration that indicate that heavy pleas- 
ure cars, 
driven at 
high 
speed, are 


capable of damaging the best roads of 


the present day, and their owners are 
exempt of many of the unjust taxes Im- 
posed on the truck owner. 


Do the pleasure car owners, or the com- 


mercial car users, ha,ve more to do with 
prosperity? 
"Which 
class 
contributes 


more largely to the savings banks ac- 
counts, the bank, clearings, the revenue 
returns, the general wealth of the sec- 
tion? Which does more toward paying 
the taxes which furnish the funds for the 
good roads? Most persons, looking at the 
question in its -broader sense, would un- 
qualifiedly 
say the commercial vehicle

In nn amateur caravan of this sort is one 
which has perplexed the authorities re- 
sponsible for its welfare and success. It 
Is obviously impossible to set down rigid 
rules and fine each delegate who breaks 
them. Also, for the good of the entire 
company metfibers who transgress road 
rules cannot bo disqualified 
and barred 


from the procession. It remained for the 
Indiana Automobile Manufacturers' As- 
sociation which In 1913 toured from that 
city west to California and the south to 
eolve the problem.
